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The third program in the series focuses on the pivotal role Hitler’s top spymaster (General Reinhard Gehlen) 
and his organization played in post-World War II history. In charge of all intelligence on the Eastern Front 
during the war, Gehlen’s organization was adopted by U.S. intelligence after the war and became, in turn, 
the CIA’s intelligence eyes and ears on the Soviet Union and Eastern Europe, the de-facto NATO 
intelligence organization and the intelligence service of the Federal Republic of Germany, the BND. In this 
capacity, Gehlen was able to exert a profound influence on the course of world events. 


Despite a pledge to his American sponsors not to employ war criminals, from the first, Gehlen did not 
hesitate to utilize some of the worst offenders. SS colonel Otto Skorzeny put his post-war ODESSA network 
of SS men to work for Gehlen as part of the latter’s operation. This broadcast documents Gehlen’s use of 
Skorzeny and a force composed largely of veterans of Hitler’s “Final Solution” to train the Egyptian 
intelligence service, having undertaken the mission on behalf of the CIA. 


Program highlights include: Gehlen’s central role in the creation of Radio Free Europe; Gehlen’s employment 
of Eichman’s superior in the Final Solution, Otto Von Bolschwing; the BND’s employment of Eichmann’s 
deputy Alois Brunner; the appointment of Von Bolschwing associate Helene Von Damm to serve as White 
House specialist for Presidential personnel; Skorzeny’s creation and training of the first Palestinian terrorist 
groups while serving on the Gehlen-CIA mission in Egypt in the 1950’s; Gehlen’s use of Adolph Eichman in 
the Skorzeny/CIA/Gehlen mission in Egypt; text of a rare interview with Gehlen, in which he demonstrated 
his unreconstructed Nazi sympathies; Gehlen’s pivotal role in the establishment of Radio Free Europe; a 
history of Gehlen operative Helmut Streicher, a former SS officer, whose intelligence activities ranged from 
the Eastern Front in World War II to the Bay of Pigs invasion; Gehlen’s work as a minister in “the Evangelical 
Church,” following his alleged retirement from the BND (Germany’s intelligence service and the final 
incarnation of Gehlen’s Nazi spy outfit. 
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all righty now uh as uh mentioned we have been talking about the reinhardt galen organization and uh just 
who this individual is let me briefly sum up who galen was and what his role in history is and a review very 
quickly a couple of the items that were on the first two radio free america broadcasts first of all general 
reinhard galen last name spelled g-e-h elian was hitler's chief of intelligence for the eastern front during world 
war ii that is to save the warfare against soviet russia during world war ii now galen's organization hitler's 
eastern front intelligence organization was known as foreign armies east or from the hera aust in the original 
german now at the end of the second world war reinhard galen and his entire eastern front intelligence 
organization jumped to the central intelligence agency and basically became the cia's department of russian 
and eastern european affairs galen had stashed all of his files on the soviet union and eastern europe and 
three months after ve day in europe galen jumped basically galen was flown into the united states in the 
uniform of a four-star general and as i said then galen along with his entire organization which was complete 
and intact at the end of world war ii were grafted onto the fledgling cia formed in 1947 although they worked 


for us intelligence between 45 and 47 and they became for all intents and purposes the cia's department of 
russian and eastern european affairs now this is hitler's eastern front intelligence organization complete and 
intact from world war ii the galen organization then became for all intents and purposes the nato intelligence 
organization supplied nato with the vast bulk of its intelligence during the immediate post-war period and for 
quite some time thereafter and when west germany became a nation when the federal republic of germany 
was incorporated in 1956 galen jumped basically once again from the cia to west germany and the galen 
organization became the west german intelligence service west germany cia the bundeslak richtendinst 
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germany cia the bundeslak richtendinst or the bnd as a very very very important thing to keep in mind that all 
of america's intelligence for more than a decade after the end of world war ii came exclusively through hitler's 
eastern front intelligence organization and even for a long time after that the cia and other intelligence 
organizations in this country continue to depend very heavily upon the galen organization for its intelligence 
now during the first two radio free america broadcasts looking back from 1984 the hidden history of the cold 
war we alluded to two what we alluded to we covered two important aspects of the galen organization in the 
early post-war history first of all the as the nazis retreated on the eastern front during world war ii they set up 
gorilla groups to basically harass the red army in its rear now these guerrilla groups were set up almost ex 
exclusively by reinhard galen uh and he worked very closely with a man named otto scorsani setting up the 
werewolf gorilla group that we talked about and these gorilla groups carried on a fierce guerilla warfare in 
eastern europe until as late as 1952 primarily in poland the ukraine and the baltic states now galen not only 
set up these guerrilla groups but he continued to supply weapons and liaison officers to these groups for uh 
well basically while in the employ of the cia so that what you had was a continuum of warfare running from 
uh the third reich to the cia with galen having set up these groups and continuing uh in contact with them and 
to ship them weapons and liaison officers while in the cia so that basically all they did was to change 
uniforms now one of the organizations that uh was set up initially using some of these guerrillas set up by 
reinhard galen during the third reich and uh whose sponsorship was assumed by the cia one of the 
organizations which used some of these gorillas and which was set up initially to work alongside of these 
gorillas was the green beret now known 
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gorillas was the green beret now known as the special forces and galen was in charge by a cia official 
named frank wisner with setting up the green beret and the three people he put in charge of this organization 
were three ss nazi war criminals basically a fellow named professor michael akhmatelli a-c-h-m-e-t-e-l-i a 
man named franz alfred seeks last name six and a man named emil augsberg last name a-u-g-s-b all three 
worked on hitler's final solution that is to say administering the nazi extermination of european jewry and they 
then went to work for galen in forming the green berets and if you have any questions about that to ask us 
about that during the question and answer period that we're going to have at the end of this broadcast or you 
can contact us after the show and we do have a means of getting radio free america tapes to people not 
using the mails but if you want to give us a call we can tell you where you'd like to go and that is the galen 
organization in brief all right now this the first segment that we're going to read to you is from a book by carl 
oglesby entitled the yankee and cowboy war now this book uh the copy that we have appeared in paperback 
from berkeley medallion books copyright 1976 mr oglesby is a researcher who is formerly involved with all 
different kinds of things including among other things student politics and made some local appearances and 
a fairly well-known individual and now does quite a bit of research once again the book the yankee and 
cowboy war what uh what oglesby is concentrating on here and what i think is in a way the sort of the subtext 
of the broadcast tonight is the continuity of policy because most of us are raised to look at things historically 
as uh world war ii being a period of intense dislocation and then everything um almost starting from scratch 
in 1945 and of course we hear all about you know the yalta conferences and things of that nature to lead us 
to believe that the world was completely remade well what what oglesby is focusing on and and the reason 
i'm going into this such depth i hope what you folks out there listening will focus 
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you folks out there listening will focus on is that in fact a lot of the structures um never disappeared they went 
uh complete from post-world war one right through world war ii and merely just changed costumes or 
changed masks and went right on and that is in fact what we're talking about here once again carl oglesby's 
the yankee and cowboy war uh and speaking specifically of the galen organization mr oglesby writes as 
follows look what power the victors conceded the vanquished exclusive purveyor of intelligence on the soviet 
union and east europe to the united states west germany and nato galen and the spirit kept alive in him and 
his staff had more power over official american perceptions in the post-war world than even a german victory 
could have given them the galen viassof intelligence system had become a main source and fountain of 
official american consciousness behold the span of this concatenation first in the time of trotsky there is 
general viassof in his anti-bolshevist army inspiring the vlasov apparatus is then at a certain later point 
assimilated to the galen apparatus then just as the white russian spies jumped to the nazis when their own 
army went down so now the german nazi and russian zara spies together jumped to the american army as 
the vermont was falling lasso first became a department of galen then galen became a department of alan 
dulles this is how it came to pass that azaris spyring inside a nazi spy ring took up the inner seats in the 
american foreign intelligence apparatus at the precise moment that this apparatus was starting to come 
forward as a major player in the great policy wars of washington and the world this is how it came to pass 
that everything official washington would know about the soviet union and east 
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know about the soviet union and east europe on most believable report everything about the enemy our 
policymakers would most confidently believe would come by way of czarists and nazis installed the center of 
our national intelligence system that was a buzzer that would come home to roost again and again now one 
of the things in that passage by oglesby that uh is very important to remember about the galen organization 
was that uh galen both uh well i actually in all of his various incarnations when he was working for the third 
reich when he was working for the cia and up continuous through his work for west germany with the bnd 
made liberal use a very heavy use of revanchist eastern europeans that is to say white russians anti- 
bolshevik russians and uh eastern european reactionaries of various stripes who sought to uh overthrow or 
overturn the uh communist and socialist governments that uh were set up by the soviet union in eastern 
europe after the end of world war ii the tsarists and eastern european faction of the uh galen organization is 
very very important to notably an organization called the solidarists who will tell you more about in our 
upcoming program about the guns of november they figured prominently in the assassination of president 
kennedy one of uh oglesby's phrases there behold the span of this concatenation might well be uh applied to 
the galen organization as he did and uh i'm gonna read you now a biography of an sd man who went to work 
for the galen organization and this will give you an idea of the span of galen's operation both in terms of 
breadth and time and the the massive influence that that organization has had upon the history of the cold 
war now the sd the secret states was the ss intelligence service the intelligence service of hitler's infamous 
and uh bloodthirsty elite guard the ss okay now this article comes from a magazine called gung ho that's a 
mercenary trade publication similar in scope and forge 
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publication similar in scope and forge and and uh function to soldier of fortune this is from gung ho's issue of 
may of 1982 the article is called the cia's man for all nations it was authored by a man named william 
seymour seymour and the sd man in question here is a man named helmut stryker last name s-t-r-e-i-c-h-e-r 
and at the end of this article seymour gives a biography of striker first of all cover names ralph meyer hans 
moloff karl rolfe wilhelm william rein kirk schmidt and others born doncic 1918 now the city in poland known 
as godansk graduated from the university of bonn 1937 military schools nineteen thirty seven bloot 
ordensburg citadel of the order of blood which was the educational headquarters of the nazi regime at 
vogelsong castle santovan for intermediate studies and basic training ss juncker an ss officer candidate 
school south of munich in the bavarian alps active duty 1938 in spain as an advisor and observer set up spy 


networks and contact drops used later in the war was wounded slightly in combat 1939-40 in the united 
states with cover as a german journalist learned english and american customs as well also learn spy system 
and worked as a courier 1940-41 in germany for additional intelligence schooling and internal work on duty in 
eastern europe as well 1942 on the russian front as a combat line officer 1943 to 1945 in europe africa in 
and out of many nations both neutral and involved in the war some contacts with allied agents worked with 
shellenberg scorezani canaris and others shellenberg was head of uh for a while ahead of the secret stings 
to ss 
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while ahead of the secret stings to ss intelligence uh wilhelm kenaris was the head of the ob regular german 
military intelligence otto scorsegni was an ss man we're going to tell you all about in a little while 1945 
surrendered to british near kitzingen on the 7th of may 1945 escaping the russians cleared by allied 
intelligence he was formally accepted into work for u s army intelligence in october of nineteen forty five 
nineteen forty six forty seven in europe working for central intelligence group the forerunner to the cia 1948 
to fifty in europe africa and middle east for cia had assignments in greece and israel keep in mind here that 
the galen organization is part of the cia at this point 1951-57 assigned as co-op agent to general reinhard 
galen chief of west germany's federal intelligence service bundeslak richtendinst various assignments in 
europe including behind the iron curtain 1958 in united states working to assign to training with u s army to 
serve as an intelligence officer working with c i a solely at the time nineteen fifty eight to sixty one in us as 
intelligence officer with u s army various duties including cuban invasion that is the bay of pigs of course still 
with cia at this time 1961-65 in africa and middle east on cia field assignments 1966-67 in europe realigning 
cia and allied co-op intelligence networks 1968-70 in africa and middle east senior field agent with 
intelligence gathering and observation for cia posed as mercenary writer and tourist 1971 73 working in 
headquarter area langley with training and plans assignments 1974-77 in africa and middle east intelligence 
gathering and inspection tour as a 
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gathering and inspection tour as a supervisor 1978 retired unquote as of the 1st of july 1978 1979 to 1980 
contract agent on special assignment for cia 1980 voluntary total retirement as of 15th of june 1980 and uh 
one of the things that this biography here of helmet striker points out and one of the most important things to 
keep in mind about the galen organization is that it not only functioned as our intelligence wing and uh a nazi 
intelligence wing at that after the end of the second world war but uh perhaps most importantly it paved the 
way for thousands of ss and gestapo men to move up in our own intelligence system where many of them 
remain as senior officers to this day and we're going to tell you about one of those senior officers later in the 
broadcast now i think actually um the the striker list the striker uh resume if you'll have it that way almost is 
uh best serves as a metaphor for the entire experience of the uh the american intelligence community and uh 
the the nazi intelligence community you have somebody who starts out basically going through the the ss 
rituals in the uh in uh you know the ortonsburg and places like that and the blood rituals and all this stuff and 
eventually winding up at langley virginia training american intelligence agents i mean it's uh it's uh it is a very 
fine metaphor for exactly where uh as oglesby might have put it where we might have gone wrong we might 
have gone a bit off the track these buzzards came home to roost over and over again as he points out now 
you'll find uh particularly looking through that uh resume as nip put it at how much striker all of the different 
uh bases he touches in terms of intelligence all of the different us intelligence operations that he was 
involved in he was involved with the bay of pigs he was involved with the operations in the congo training the 
us army and uh really really touched just about all of the major with the exception of southeast asia which i 
didn't see in there although he was training the army they were just about all of the major uh theaters of 
operations that the us has been involved with since the end of 
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been involved with since the end of world war ii it's very interesting too because if you match that uh that that 
resume that uh menu there up against a timeline and you see where the the uh places where he happens to 
be at the right time i believe as a matter of fact what what he had a date there for greece right that was rather 
interesting he he showed up let's see uh 1948 to 50 at which point the united states was uh basically very 
much involved in the greek civil war uh which had its origins and during the second world war when and 
you'll recall those of you heard the first radio free america broadcast or those of you like to obtain that 
broadcast that uh the greek partisans had kicked the nazis out during world war ii the british then undertook 
open combat against the greek partisans in 1944 several months before the battle of the bulge that then uh 
spread out of world war ii just like the guerrilla warfare in eastern europe and then the cia took sponsorship 
of the fascists and the reactionary forces in greece and that's where old helmut striker was to that date 
indeed so for you four years after the nazis have been driven out of greece by the partisans the cia is 
bringing them right back in again in positions of power now one of the major cold war uh elements that uh 
some of the an institution which has been very much involved in the cold war in terms of propaganda is 
something called radio free europe and of course we've named this broadcast as a sort of a takeoff on that 
we call this radio free america now radio for europe of course was involved in broadcasting propaganda to 
the soviet union and eastern bloc countries and reinhard galen figured very prominently in the formation of 
radio free europe you may also remember those of you who do follow the news that radio free europe has 
shown up several times lately in the news during the past couple of years because of a a resurgence of uh 
well it's hard to say politicization because it's obviously a political thing but apparently the the political control 
of radio for europe has gotten rather heavy-handed under the reagan administration we're going to touch on 
some more recent aspects too but first we're going to give you some of the early history and some of the 
galen connections this first section is from a book called 





this first section is from a book called galen spy of the century by e.h cookridge and this is copyright 1971 
published by random house the soviet blockade of berlin was accompanied by violent and effective 
propaganda by radio leaflets and newspapers which was aimed at frightening west berliners and west 
germans and weakening their trust in the allies hitherto the latter had made hardly any answer to this 
concerted propaganda assault wisner who is frank wisner uh who we've discussed in previous broadcast 
high-ranking american intelligence official un who had early contacts with the nazis and bringing them into 
the intelligence system wisner advised by galen and several of his radio experts immediately went to work to 
remedy this situation a powerful radio transmitter was to be established to counteract communist aggression 
over the ether even when the initial plans were still being drafted wisner was envisaging a chain of 
transmitters broadcasting in all the languages of the many nations within the soviet orbit which would fan 
discontent and encourage opposition and open rebellion against the communist rulers initially there was only 
one american medium which could be used this was ri a s radio in the american sector the official 
transmitter of the u s military commander in berlin it limited its transmission to brief bulletins news talks and a 
great deal of musical entertainment wisner had little difficulty in impressing upon major general frank | howley 
the sector commandant that ria s programs must be radically revised galen provided a few experienced 
broadcasters which soon brought more zip into the transmissions but the plan of the great transmitter took 
some time wisner was unable to obtain from his superiors he turned to american business tycoons for help 
alan dulles whom president truman had 
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alan dulles whom president truman had asked to head a committee of three to investigate the effectiveness 
of hillenkoetter's cia willingly offered his help the two company lawyers passed the begging bowl along with 
splendid success at that time several private bodies in the united states such as the council on foreign 
relations the council against communist aggression congress for cultural freedom american friends of russian 
freedom the free asia committee and a number of quote citizens committees in several states and cities 
some of which were to lend support to senator joseph mccarthy were engaged in fighting communism in their 
own fashion dulles and wisner enlisted the prestigious help of general eisenhower who had retired from his 


post as u.s chief of staff to become the president of columbia university and assembled the free europe 
committee whose list of sponsors read like a who's who of american industry and banking headed by alan 
valentine erstwhile yale history professor and rhodes scholar at oxford who had gone into big business and 
was a director of the finance securities trust company the american sulphur corporation and the buffalo 
rochester pittsburgh railroad they included clark mcadams clifford a director of the national bank of 
washington see rodney smith president of american airlines frank altschul senior partner in the banking 
house of lazard freyrs c d jackson of the loose organization publishers of time life and fortune magazines a f 
francis chairman of the general food corporation the world's largest breakfast cereal manufacturers henry 
ford ii edwin h land president of polaroid and william o baker vice president of the bell telephones corporation 
there were many more willing donors amongst them general motors general electric westinghouse chrysler 
united food and all the oil companies headed by esso and standard oil so those are some of the people that 
wisner turned to to get the funds that he was unable to get 
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get the funds that he was unable to get from his immediate superiors in the early days of the cia continuing 
now with a history of radio free europe early in 1950 radio free europe was installed in a row of pre-fabricated 
buildings in the englisher garden a pleasant park in the center of munich within an amazingly brief period 
with an initial budget of 10 million dollars radio free europe began its transmissions from its new powerful 
station it also used existing transmitters in several friendly countries in the course of time radio for europe 
grew into a chain of 29 radio stations beaming round-the-clock anti-communist propaganda in 16 languages 
to east germany poland czechoslovakia hungary romania bulgaria yugoslavia and the former baltic states 
broadcasts in albanian were eventually discontinued when it was discovered that there were very few radio 
receivers in albania a chain of transmitters was also set up in saudi arabia iran pakistan thailand vietnam 
indonesia and japan which cover the middle east africa asiatic russia southeast asia and the far east from 
frankfurt the war of the ether was initiated by a kindred foundation radio liberty which broadcast exclusively to 
the soviet union in a multitude of its languages and dialects from russian ukrainian ruthenian finnish and 
latvian to turkumen tajik chewbacca and the ural altaic dialects of mongolia the official voice of america 
completed the mighty barrage catering for listeners with sufficient knowledge of english galen eagerly 
cooperated from the very outset with radio for europe and its supervisors from the office of polit policy 
coordination colonel kotec and william griffith he delegated as his liaison officer xsa bonfire peter fisher who 
went on the alias of major fiedler he had become the chief radio expert at pulak and could boast excellent 
credentials during the war he had served in the sd in the netherlands under ss sturmbon 
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in the netherlands under ss sturmbon fura joseph schreider who had been instrumental in conducting funk 
spiel radio deceptions with london succeeding and catching by the use of fake signals nearly every soe 
agent set recent to the dutch resistance count dutch resistance from england and also the leaders of the 
resistance council soe by the way is the british special operations executive which conducted covert 
operations on in mainland europe during the war and a fellow the name of william stevenson who we're 
going to refer to later in the broadcast was a member of that organization and he wrote about galen as well 
so galen was instrumental in setting up radio free europe which basically broadcast to the communist 
countries and uh was ostensibly presenting them with the view of uh freedom and uh it's worth noting the the 
heavy galen links with this organization because they're indications that uh basically these radio free europe 
uh galen links have uh been maintained at least to a certain extent right up into uh the last few years now in 
the second of our radio free america broadcast we talked about a romanian iron guardist a romanian fascist 
a part of the romanian native fascist movement sponsored by an ally to nazi germany he was a fellow by the 
name of initially uh virel and later valerian trifa now he worked for galen near the end of world war ii 
eventually he became the archbishop of the romanian-american orthodox episcopate and was close to 
among others j edgar hoover and richard milhouse nixon specifically was called upon by nixon to give the 
opening prayer before the united states senate in 1955. now he worked for galen as we saw in a book called 
juan of the search for nazis in america at the end of world war ii there are indications that he went to work for 


gay that he stayed working with the galen organization when galen jumped to the united states and uh well 
uh viral trifa cropped up our valerian rifa cropped up the news within several times in the last few years and 
uh as i said they're indications that the galen organization maintains its contacts with radio free europe all 
right this next selection is an article 
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right this next selection is an article from the san francisco chronicle for wednesday february 20th 1980 1980. 
this is a jack anderson column and it's entitled rfe or radio free europe in hot water and it's it reads as follows 
radio free europe which gets 85 million dollars from american taxpayers each year for beaming propaganda 
to the communist world has touched off a congressional investigation by broadcasting a lengthy interview 
with an alleged nazi war criminal and then firing two employees who blew the whistle on the outrageous 
program the rfe official directly responsible for the broadcast has not been reprimanded possibly because he 
has a close friend and former rfe colleague on the staff of the president's national security adviser sebigniev 
brzezinski chairman john gronowski of the board for international broadcasting which supervises rfe has 
appointed a special counsel to look into the matter the interview last may first gave a sympathetic airing to 
the views of valerian terefa justice department documents charge that trifa as a leader of the nazi-oriented 
iron guard in his native romania was personally responsible for the deaths of thousand jews in a 1941 
pogrom he eventually came to this country settled in detroit and became a bishop of the romanian american 
orthodox episcopate i should just put in parenthetically here according to bloom whose uh book dave 
mentioned uh he got the name valerian which is his uh his bishop's name and got his bishop ship or his 
bishopric when he and a bunch of his iron guard thugs literally surrounded the house of the present bishop in 
upstate michigan dragged the priests out beat them with clubs and literally took over the uh the leadership of 
the romanian orthodox church according to uh to bloom's book wanted the search for nazis in america 
anyway going back to anderson's article 
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anyway going back to anderson's article he eventually came to this country settled in detroit and became a 
bishop of the romanian american orthodox episcopate the justice department is trying to deport him on 
grounds that he lied about his past when he became a u s citizen congressional investigators for 
representative elizabeth holtzman democrat of new york have received evidence that quote the broadcast 
was not simply an inadvertent judgmental error but represented a conscious management decision made 
over staff objections it was said the investigators quote part of a pattern of such questionable decisions with 
respect to both substance and personnel made over the past several years unquote the investigators also 
found that radio free europe employees quote have been harassed and threatened for attempting publicly to 
expose what they consider to be the facts of this case unquote indeed two employees in the romanian 
broadcast division edgar raphael and jacob popper have been fired apparently because they told holtzman 
about the trifa situation radio for europe president glenn ferguson ignored a specific directive from gronowski 
not to fire the two men noel bernard director of the romanian service is still riding high at radio free europe 
sources say he is an old pal of paul henza h-e-n-z-e a veteran cia operative who is now a member of 
brzezinski's white house staff the two served together at radio free europe's munich station in the 1950s so 
well a number of things to take note there first of all note the links between the radio free europe and the nazi 
uh contingent brought into this country at the end of world war ii valerian trifa is still being called upon to 
broadcast nazi prop our broadcast propaganda to romania in 1979 and two employees who complain about 
this get fired which would indicate that at least to a certain extent the 
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at least to a certain extent the pro-nazi sympathies within that organization are were current as of 1980 okay 
and note the link between henza paul hensa and zhibigneff brzezinski the polish-born former national 
security adviser for president carter it's worth noting that henza of documented cia background is uh the 
author of a current uh book about the shooting of the pope john paul ii which maintains that pope john paul ii 


was in fact killed by bulgarian secret service agent bulgarian agents uh and he implicates the kgb and so 
forth uh take note of uh hens's cia background his radio free america propaganda background you can put it 
even further from europe radio for a year and propaganda background yes indeed and also well the fact that 
uh henza and noel bernard the fellow who hired for to broadcast for the romanian uh desk of radio free 
europe worked together at radio for europe in munich now that's the at the aforementioned english garten 
and uh galen's headquarters was very nearby at pulak near the dachau concentration camp now we're going 
to talk some more about uh connections between very prominent person percentages and the galen 
organization later on in the broadcast now as we indicated earlier in the program one of the most important 
aspects of the galen organization for american purposes here is not only the fact that all of our information 
about the soviet union for a long time came through the galen organization but the fact that that organization 
the galen organization prepared the way and paved the way for literally thousands of nazi war criminals ss 
and gestapo men to move up into the u s intelligence system now many of you out there who are familiar 
with movies and tv and things like that may be aware of a book and was later made into a movie by a man 
named frederick forsyth the man who wrote the day of the jackal the book and movie in question is called the 
odessa file and the odessa file the movie and and book told the story of a a secret organization of ex-nazis 
you know all 
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organization of ex-nazis you know all banded together to commit acts of terrorism and to protect each other 
etc etc is a very lively you know exciting sort of suspense book well what a lot of people don't realize is that 
frederick forsyth himself was a journalist and had worked extensively in europe among other places was 
talking about a very real very actual organization that's the best of our knowledge certainly still exists today 
and has uh had an awful lot of effect not only on european politics but in fact on world politics including those 
of the united states a real organization not something made up for the sake of a spy thriller but a very real 
organization that has brought some very real very frightening people into intimate positions of power in the 
the western intelligence system now the name odessa is actually derived i don't know what the german is but 
from basically the name the order of xss men that is exactly what it is it is a post-war fraternal organization 
it's much more than just fraternal but it is an organization of basically the post-war alumni of hitler's ss and 
they uh basically one of the purposes of the odessa is to see to it that uh the organization continues to 
function in allegiance to adolf hitler all ss men had to swear in addition to their rigorous nazi training had to 
swear a loath of lifetime allegiance to adolf hitler and the odessa organization its primary goal is to see to it in 
ways uh peaceful and violent that the ss men live basically live in accordance with their oath that they wrote 
that their allegiance to adolf hitler continues to uh up until their death and uh the organization the ad the 
odessa organization is headed up by a fellow who you heard reference to earlier a former ss colonel named 
otto scorzeny last name s-k-o-r-z-e-n-y now scorsani is not only the head of the odessa but basically 
organized the organization along the lines of a corporation now much of the odessa's early income came 
from uh the sale of arms now at the end of world war ii of course there were a 





of world war ii of course there were a great many armaments still sitting around and uh the there were still 
many conflicts uh throughout the uh world and one of the things the odessa did one of the or one of the ways 
they provided funding for themselves early in the war earlier or shortly after the war i should say was to traffic 
in arms to get arms from where they were to where they were needed for example uh one of odessa's first 
significant arms sales was a uh a sale of a contingent of 15 messerschmitt 109s to israel for uh to form one 
of the first fighter wings in the israeli air force and basically through the sails of arms getting the arms from 
where they were to where they were needed the odessa was able to finance many of its early operations and 
was organized as i said along the lines of a corporation now otto scorsani during the uh cold war years put 
the odessa to work for the central intelligence agency and the galen organization there was a kind of a 
reciprocal relationship between the two the uh odessa functioned as part of the cia underscore zany's 
direction as we're going to read you here in a second and in addition to that the uh cia served as a means of 
consolidating the odessa both uh bodily and in spirit as well so there is a kind of a reciprocal relationship 


odessa becomes part of cia and that work for cia scorezani's recruiting work of ss men for cia as we're going 
to see in a minute became one of the means for uh consolidating and coalescing the odessa kind of the way 
you put vin or those of you who've ever poached an egg you have to put a little bit of vinegar in the water to 
keep the egg from just spreading out all over and that's how the cia in effect worked for the odessa the 
games then became the device for causing it to coalesce and uh it's worth noting also that the many aspects 
of the u.s intelligence apparatus were not aware of uh this this incorporation of odessa as part of the galen 
organization and uh there were 
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galen organization and uh there were kind of crossed signals uh throughout many uses of these these 
heinous nazi war criminals as part of the us intelligence system uh there are many reports given by people 
who weren't on the inside that hey you know these these monsters are moving up into the u s intelligence 
system and they were unaware that in fact they were being sponsored from on high okay to score zany's 
incorporation of the odessa into the central intelligence agency can read you now from a book called 
scorzeny subtitled hitler's commando that was authored by a man named glenn infield and was copyrighted 
1981 published in hardcover by saint martin's press and infield writes in scorsani hitler's commando the 
western powers were not too concerned with the scorzeny movement at this time because it was small 
enough for their occupation troops to handle easily later when the scorseni movement became known as the 
brutus shaft the brotherhood and the membership continued to grow the west instead of being apprehensive 
encouraged its growth the international crisis caused by the soviets covert and direct aggression had created 
a vital need for help and scorezani by this time a member of the silent conspiracy with the us intelligence 
promised his cooperation from his cells at dachau and darmstadt and from hiding after his escape scorzine 
very efficiently guided the organization until by the early nineteen fifties it was a group to be reckoned with by 
those opposed to fascism and third right principles okay now uh speaking about how scorezani was as dave 
mentioned earlier uh brought into the coalescing uh heart of the odessa through the through the uh ages of 
uh western intelligence uh again from scorezani the north koreans had moved into south korea on june 26 
1950 and many allied officials thought it was a prelude to a soviet attack on western europe the united states 
france and great britain had only seven undermanned 
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britain had only seven undermanned divisions with which to hold west germany from falling under the 
influence of the soviets while the russians had 22 divisions ready plus the new east german army for the 
western nations facing the communists in asia and in europe german western nation german industrial might 
and prussian military prowess both became invaluable however there were several embarrassing problems 
many of the german industrialists were in prison or still awaiting trial in an internment camp most of the 
prominent ss officers and men were on the run or in prison too how could the munitions plants be rebuilt and 
manned by the former owners without the united states being ridiculed by the rest of the world the germans 
had been threatened with death or long years in prison for exactly the same thing that the united states now 
wanted them to do except this time there would be no slave labor and the german military manpower that 
was the reason for scorezani's trip to germany as one communist reported quote scorzeny went to germany 
in 1950 to hire as many of his experienced ss men as possible to help the americans he first went to the 
munich area to the village of suten where he moved in with a family by the name of shome it was a perfect 
hideout for scorzeny who stayed there for nine months using the alias of harold steinbauer while contacting 
his ss acquaintances in bavaria once again it was a photographer who forced scorezani's hand the munich 
newspaper the aban zaitung getting a tip that scorezani was living in sutan sent a photographer to the village 
and he secretly snapped a picture of scorzeny the newspaper printed it the next day with the caption are 
scorzeny and steinbauer one in the same person strangely enough no police went to investigate but 
journalists did and scorzeny promptly left sutan to take up residence in munich at number 31 blumenstrasse 
rudolph j geiser special agent of the 
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rudolph j geiser special agent of the u.s counterintelligence corps made a reconnaissance of the building and 
reported scorzeny he reports using the alias of rolf steinbauer is living at number 31 blumenstrasse munich 
together with a former girlfriend of his by the name of louisa price the building in question is a three anda 
half story brick construction located at the corner of blumenstrasse and anger torstrassa the ground floor of 
said building contains the storage rooms for a printing concern located next door the first and second floors 
are occupied by the reparations office munich branch the third floor contains the offices of a construction firm 
mocker and price and also the living quarters of price a check of all doorbells and name plates on the various 
doors failed to reveal the name steinbauer judging from the appearance appearance of the building it can be 
considered as an ideal hideout especially since the building is in a fairly inconspicuous like locality scorsani 
was there all right so was heremon lauterbacher e I-a-u-t-e-r-b-a-c-h-e-r hermann lauterbacher former deputy 
reich leader of the hitler youth who was working with the galen organization and the americans after 
arranging with lauterbacher to recruit ss officers in the munich area scorezani moved on he spent some time 
in the in west berlin a feat in itself since security measures were extremely strict in the divided city at that 
time while in berlin he stayed with hilda weissner an actress whom he knew very well during the war later 
after he had completed his business with ss contacts in west berlin he and the actress went to hamburg and 
once again scorsede recruited a large number of his former ss comrades british intelligence spotted scorsani 
in hamburg and not knowing of his mission for the galen organization prepared to arrest him and return him 
to darmstadt it took several discrete hints from the cia to quote lay off before the 
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cia to quote lay off before the tenacious english agents looked the other way now again take note of the fact 
that there's a kind of a reciprocal relationship between the odessa and the cia that uh scorsani in the cia's 
demand for anti-soviet agents took his uh it's his fledgling odessa organization and put it to work for the cia 
and in turn that work became one of the major tools for scorzeny to build the odessa organization now uh 
this is a pattern that uh we're going to see some more in our examination of the galen organization although 
the nazis did indeed go to work for the cia as anti-soviet agents at the same time the nazis used the cia 
sponsorship for the furtherance of their own aims and uh those didn't always totally coincide with uh what uh 
western uh democracy had in mind and uh the the semi-autonomy of the galen organization and of this ss 
contingent in particular is something to keep in mind because while they did work uh against the soviets they 
used cia sponsorship to handle uh their to to further their own aims as well also keep in mind the name of 
hermon loucherbacher that was the name of uh one of the ss men that uh scorsani was uh recruiting during 
his uh his uh rounding up of ss men to put to work for odessa and cia because we're going to come back to 
louderbokker later again just to wrap up this last section a point i want to home in on because it's very 
important especially when we're working with this kind of material because when you're talking about things 
that are of this magnitude and yet of this uh relative that most people are this relatively ignorant about people 
accuse you of of being you know a conspiracy theorist and trying to put together wild scenarios where the 
entire world is is controlled etcetera etcetera or an entire government top to bottom is in fact corrupt and in 
on secrets well the answer of course is not as simple as people like that would would pretend that it was and 
obviously this is a case 
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that it was and obviously this is a case where uh individuals could control to some extent an entire 
government top to bottom was not necessarily corrupt but as we saw in the previous uh radio free america 
talking about bilo russians much of the people who are agreeing to fund the kind of activity that the cia was 
involved in through their nazi and eastern european fascist proxies was being presented through the filter of 
one or two trusted uh old boy network intelligence officers like wisner like later alan dulles as a matter of fact 
we saw frank wisner constructing a large tissue of fabrications as to who these people were that he had hired 
how they were a bunch of anti-communists on the run from persecution when in fact they were bilo russian 
nazi supporters so it's a very difficult kind of a dance as dave is talking about going on where both sides and 
specifically individuals on both sides were using each other and of course the people who are paying the bill 
uh where you and i or in this case probably our parents for some of us uh the american taxpayer as always 


keeping the nazis and the cia happy as they waltz together across the crumbling ruins of eastern europe 
we're we're making the interest payments today indeed we certainly are alrighty now we're going to go back 
to uh otto scorsani head of the odessa and uh his work as the uh sort of head of a group of nazi war 
criminals going to work for cia and the galen organization now one of the things that one of the names that 
came up in the uh course of the section that nip read you from the infield book on scorzeny was a fellow by 
the name of hermann lauterbacher he was one of the xss men that scorezani was recruiting uh for the cia 
while using his cia recruitment efforts as a device to also build the odessa now one of the most outrageous 
uses of nazi war criminals uh by the galen organization concerned the galen organization's use of a bunch of 
final solution veterans that is to say veterans of hitler's so-called final solution to the jewish 
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so-called final solution to the jewish problem to basically help build first the egyptian and then later as we're 
going to see the libyan intelligence service uh for work against israel can read you an account now about that 
from the cookerage book galen spy the century next nasser asked roosevelt that's uh a ci agent named kim 
roosevelt here beginning again next nazar asked roosevelt to help him reorganize egypt's military 
intelligence and secret service in order to buttress his personal power political considerations meant that 
official employment of u.s officers and cia agents by the egyptian government was out of the question 
however thus it came about that dallas approached galen for assistance at that time galen was absorbed in 
his struggle with volver who would take in charge of the east german ministry for state security after the 
berlin uprising nevertheless he obliged his friend dulles by recruiting a military mission of former officers of 
hitler's army in the ss this mission was dispatched to egypt under ex-wife and ss general wilhelm fernbacher 
in time it grew to 200 officers besides the military mission however nasa needed men to organize his secret 
service directing espionage and training saboteurs against israel and also to advise on the surveillance of his 
many enemies inside egypt such as the powerful muslim brotherhood again his american advisers turned to 
galen asking him to recommend someone qualified to take on the task during the secret negotiations which 
followed galen thought at one stage of sending one of his own experts from pulac he had several men who 
had conducted espionage against the british during the war in libya egypt and iran but he could not 
realistically spare one of sufficiently high rank to impress nasser he therefore suggested his old colleague 
xss sturmbonfire otto scorzeny of zeppelin fame to take on the assignment in egypt after the war scorezani 
had spent three years in american captivity in germany as a suspected war criminal 
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as a suspected war criminal he had been released in july of 1948 and was living in spain where he had 
established a prosperous engineering business he was reluctant to accept for one thing the egyptians 
offered little financial inducement he was promised that cia would top up his salary from nasser dulles and 
galen also approached scorzani's father-in-law dr hyalmar shocked once hitler's financial wizard who after 
his acquittal at nuremberg and the quashing of his eight years sentence under the denotification laws had 
become president of a bank in dusseldorf so besieged from so many sides here scorsani graciously agreed 
on the condition that his stay in cairo should be limited scorsani worked in egypt for about a year and then 
left nasa's secret service in the good hands of other ss and gestapo men he had recruited about 50 of whom 
some had to be someone from argentina brazil paraguay and spain where they had found a safe haven from 
allied prosecution as war criminals among his assistants was a high official of goebbels propaganda ministry 
in himmler's rsha franz bench last name buens ch an expert on jewish matters he had worked with eichmann 
on the final solution during the war and had written a book entitled sexual habits of the jews which was 
probably the most viciously pornographic document ever produced by the nazis these german intelligencers 
in cairo looked to galen for advice and he appointed a liaison officer to them whom he sent from germany he 
was a bird of the same feather as they an xss officer and deputy right leader of the hitler youth hermann 
lauterbacher recall that's the same harem on louderbacha that we were talking about uh just a few minutes 
ago whom scorsani was first recruiting in uh europe for work for cia their indications here a little later in this 
passage that uh galen's habit of uh recruiting ss men and specifically uh war criminals that had been 
employed by hitler in the final solution that uh

hitler in the final solution that uh this practice continued even after galen along with his organization made 
the jump to west germany as the bnd and indeed we find a very prominent war criminal working for bnd in 
syria cookridge writes at damascus the bnd resident was xss haupt strom fuhrer alois bruner alias george 
fisher who posed as the director of the german syrian trading company otracco bruno later joined bunch in 
cairo they were old colleagues for they had both worked under eichmann at the rsha jewish department okay 
continuing on and uh correct me if i'm wrong but i believe that this section here is also from uh scorezani 
hitler's commando by glenn infield uh this section goes into a little more detail and another name of a rather 
significant individual comes up uh just sort of cementing uh another another plank in the platform to mix a 
metaphor of the kinds of things that the united states was indirectly sponsoring through its use of these 
former ss officers uh just to help put together and staff and train the egyptian secret service uh the author 
here is referring at first to score zany and he says as follows his first task was to organize a staff of former ss 
and vermont officers to train the egyptian army and security forces he selected carefully making certain that 
each officer he brought to egypt was a die hard nazi an expert military tactician and was anti-semitic among 
those recruited by scores zany were s general oskar der levanger who had commanded a brigade composed 
of poachers criminals and men under the sentence of court-martial during the warsaw ghetto uprising and 
whose actions against the jews had earned him the nickname butcher of warsaw ss colonel adolf eichmann 
the officer himmler charged with the destruction of millions of jews and who later would be kidnapped from 
argentina by the israeli secret service and 
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by the israeli secret service and smuggled back to israel to stand trial ss general wilhelm farmbacher panzer 
general oskar munzel leopold gleim former chief of hitler's personal guard and gestapo security chief of 
german occupied poland and joachim daimling former chief of the gestapo in dusseldorf to handle medical 
problems scorzeny recruited dr hans izala who had been chief medical officer at buchenwald concentration 
camp and heinrich villermann former medical director at dachau okay now this is again as mentioned before 
an example of the the kind of uh of continuity remember we talked to the top of the show about continuity um 
and the the existence of structures and the basic whole importation of these structures directly out of nazi 
germany into the american intelligence uh service field and then later there they wind up in in egypt uh 
putting together the the secret service there only six or seven years after the war is over now notice not only 
do uh bunch and lois bruner wind up in the middle east but adolf eichmann himself the fellow who is at least 
according to this account by infield adolf eichmann himself and it's worth noting that uh infield was i i drew 
this material from an interview with scorsese the fella who led this mission so eichmann himself went to work 
i guess in essence as a cia contract agent in putting together this contingent of uh final solution veterans to 
work for the egyptian secret service now uh in scorzine infield also uh adds another interesting detail of uh 
the work that uh scorsani did while in egypt uh putting together this group of uh war criminals to in essence 
form the egyptian secret service and uh state security service infield right scorezani was already training an 
arab foreign legion in commando tactics this secret unit was comprised of 400 former nazis and gestapo 
veterans and used a training base at bilbaos in the delta that of course being the nile delta he also helped 
organize and train the 
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he also helped organize and train the first palestine terrorists and planned their initial forays into israel by 
way of the gaza strip about 1953 to 54. so while in the middle east under ci auspices scorezani also puts 
together the first palestinian terrorists and of course we've heard so much about them in the the intervening 
years now and and again an important thing to bear in mind is that specifically the united states uh handed 
the this assignment over the galen operation uh galen handed it over to scorzeny and scorsini specifically 
selected these people among other things because of their staunch anti-semitism because of course of the 
situation between egypt and israel so in fact the united states at second hand was specifically sending anti- 
semites to train the egyptian secret service and of course the character of much of the egyptian government 


at that time was strongly anti-semitic the health minister talked about adolf hitler being um more or less his 
main man and one of his heroes and things of that nature and a very very strong emphasis of that kind so 
when you hear about the beginnings of the of the plo or at least of aplo at that time palestinian terrorist 
organizations anyway um one has to wonder once again if some maybe we're not in fact reaping our own 
harvest in the middle east okay now uh research credit for this next article here goes to may brussel who uh 
is america's premier anti-fascist and assassination researcher and in a certain sense could be uh said to be 
sort of the godmother of this whole radio free america series she turned both niptuck and myself onto the 
vast majority of the books that we've used in this series and she specifically dug up this following piece of 
information for us this comes from a book called martin borman nazi in exile uh this uh like many of the uh 
books about third reich alumni specifically chronicles the post-war activities of among others martin borman 
who although sort of i guess you could call pop histories of the third reich list him as having died his uh 
escape and post-war activities are in fact very very well 
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activities are in fact very very well documented and uh martin borman nazi and exile was authored by a 
former cbs correspondent and colleague of edward r murrow named paul manning m-a-n-n-i-n-g book was 
published in hardcover and copyrighted 1981 published by lyle stewart books and this uh recall that 
scorezani's work as reported by glenn infield also involved training the first palestinian terrorists to go into 
israel and another name which has become very much identified with modern terrorism also touched base 
with these nazi war criminals that were put together by cia sent to egypt underscore zany in effect became 
sort of a little uh as he put an arab foreign legion basically a little final solution contingent in the middle east 
manning writes as follows colonel gaddafi of libya then the new revolutionary leader of his country asked 
nasser to make the german team of advisers available to him also this was done and upon arrival the 
germans started with a thorough house cleaning of the libyan secret service hired by the previous ruler king 
idris two thousand libyan police were put in jail and continued to languish there today and the germans 
rebuilt from scratch today libyan intelligence agents are stationed in all libyan african and overseas 
embassies and consulates and they are tough and ruthless perhaps as a quid pro quo to this service to libya 
the colonel granted the west german rocket company otrog rights to a vast test range 600 miles south of 
tripoli in 1980 so not only is the egyptian secret service put together by these nazi war criminals but the 
libyan intelligence service as well and uh this uh little passage here where he notes uh overseas embassies 
are staffed with these efficient and ruthless libyan intelligence agencies has considerable meaning for us 
here in the spring and early summer of 1984. indeed most of you out there will remember of course the uh 
the what the incident that actually led to the breaking off of diplomatic relations between libya and great 
britain when in fact some unnamed person who is never apprehended because he was 





who is never apprehended because he was allowed to leave the country uh shot an english police woman to 
death and wounded several anti-qaddafi demonstrators in london in front of the libyan embassy also on the 
subject of gaddafi now uh muammar gaddafi is going to appear at great length in a later radio free america 
probably in august in tangent with his uh well one hesitates to say good buddies but certainly his associates 
ed wilson uh frank turple and gary corcola um all supposedly xcia agents of doubtful pedigree um and all 
interesting in a variety of ways but once again gadhafi shows up uh quite interestingly especially in this 
context because again and again we have been told that gaddafi is an uh a pro-soviet you know leftist 
supporter of terrorism in fact as we've noted in other broadcasts here on uh kfjc gaddafi is a participant with 
autoscore zany in in groups like the the paladin group which are actually members of the international 
fascista and we have these connections here his direct connections early on to score zany and essentially 
importing the nazi uh final solution experts right into his country to train his own uh secret service which is 
almost anybody can tell you is probably the only thing keeping the man in power at this point in libya 
because he is certainly not a very popular ruler anyway on the subject though since we're not going to go 
into it too deeply tonight on the subject of turple and wilson and others a local writer by the name of pete 
carey working for the san jose mercury was in fact as i'll explain we'll explain more after we read this article 


was doing some research on those self-same folks uh most notably frank turple and his rather interesting 
series of connections to various political events in the course of his his research and again that also will 
explain a little more in a moment he came across a rather interesting individual that should uh hopefully 
hammer home to those of you who are not familiar with this material how local and how quickly local some of 
this stuff can get 
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this stuff can get now uh keep in mind that uh frank turple and edwin wilson quote ex unquote cia agents 
were instrumental in arming and training uh qaddafi's uh secret service as well and his terrorist organizations 
which have received so much publicity and frank turple was actually affiliated with another galen veteran and 
another final solution veteran another eichmann this is not a subordinate but an eichmann superior within the 
ss and the sd the secret steam css intelligence service and uh this is a fellow nip's going to tell you about 
right now indeed the gentleman in question and i use the term gentleman very loosely as people have noted 
who have listened to our broadcast before was a man by the name of otto von bulsping again note not only 
was this man high ranking ss and sd man but in fact i spent his last years right here in the bay area with 
numerous connections in the silicon valley business world okay this article that we're going to be reading 
from comes from the san jose mercury for november 20th 1981 again the article was put together by pete 
carey in the course of what was originally an investigation into frank turple and others and uh the article is 
headlined x nazis brilliant u.s career strangled in a web of lies for the past 10 years otto albrecht alfred von 
bolschvang's carefully constructed life in america has been coming apart a piece at a time he was president 
of a high technology investment firm with headquarters in sacramento and subsidiaries in the silicon valley it 
went bankrupt in a 1971 scandal he was a doting husband until his ailing wife killed herself in 1978 he 
numbered among his business associates millionaires bankers and scientists then his brain stem was hit by 
a rare disease two years ago sending him into isolation at a carmichael rest home he told friends he had 
worked for the americans during and after world war ii but in may the federal government began 





but in may the federal government began proceedings to deport him for lying about his nazi past and i should 
just mention uh in passing here that otto von bolschmann did die a couple of months after this article was 
written in a widely publicized attempt to revoke von bolschman's citizenship the justice department accused 
him of helping hitler's persecution of european jews and of being an associate of adolf eichmann the 
architect of germany's mass killing program the disclosures come at the end of a long improbable career 
they took von bolstein through the nazi hierarchy into the cia and finally to the highest levels of american 
business the list of people he knew some of whom he met through a california high technology business 
venture in 1970 reads like a who's who they include justice william a newsome of the first district court of 
appeals in san francisco helene van damme president reagan's personal secretary thomas we'll talk about 
her more later by the way thomas a franzioli banker to the boston cabot family emmanuel fanakis fairchild 
corporation senior vice president elmer bobst president of warner lambert pharmaceutical company and 
alfred driscoll former new jersey governor and warner lambert's chairman quote i'm non-plussed justice 
newsom had said justice newsome said i thought if anything otto had been pro-american during the war as a 
businessman von bolsping was vague about the war years he said he had been a gestapo prisoner and had 
worked for the cia in post-war germany in 1969 he was asked about his german past during a job interview 
with trans international computer investment corporation a high-flying investment firm that had founded 
several companies in the silicon valley von bolschving told his interviewer he had been a lawyer quote during 
what years was that he was asked according to a transcript of the 
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asked according to a transcript of the interview quote until i was thrown in the gestapo prison in nineteen 
forty two von bulspen responded that was not a good experience one should forget it because it ah it only is 
a negative approach to life to think about bad things after a moment's reflection he added quote i think it 


would be better to speak about recent times than god knows how many years ago who was this ex-nazi and 
how did he prosper in america von bulsping's attorney would not allow an interview this account was 
developed from people who knew him accounts of nazi germany court records and business files born 
october 15th 1909 to east prussian nobility the family estate was founded in 1302 von bolsheving attended 
school in breslau and became a nazi party member at the age of 24 the only member of his family to do so 
he joined the ss the elite secret police of the nazis six years later according to the justice department as an 
ss captain he helped plan the exclusion of jews from the german economy and developed anti-jewish 
propaganda to force their immigration from germany in a history of the ss by heinz hernandez von bolshen is 
described as quote a party member an sd foreign intelligence informer and an experienced salesman in the 
motor trade in 1938 quote he was in contact with a group of palestinian germans who lined their pockets by 
certain extramural intelligence activities according to herna who wrote that von vault von bolsheving spied on 
the zionist hagana army ejected from palestine by the british for espionage he surfaced in romania as a 
government quote oil expert by his own account in 1941 he helped the leadership of the iron guard a 
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leadership of the iron guard a right-wing movement escaped to berlin after it had gone on a three-day 
rampage in which many jews the estimates vary considerably were brutally killed of course that uh that 
program there was led by valerian tree for the fellow who we talked about in the second radio free america 
broadcast and who broadcast for radio for europe went to work for galen after the war indeed the same year 
he became partner in an amsterdam bank the bank voor renda zakin investigators said they suspect the 
bank may have played a role in the quote aryanization the forced sale of dutch jewish farms businesses 
homes and securities in august 1941 von bolschman was tossed into a gestapo prison with no formal 
charges and in april 1942 he was just as mysteriously released in 1945 he helped american troops entering 
austria catch nazi officials and ss officers according to a letter written for von bull spang by a colonel in the 
71st u.s infantry the war over von bulswing made a move crucial to his future success he became an 
american spy quote he knocked on the door of us until army intelligence a source explained and said i'm 
experienced i have a ring operating if you give me a paycheck i'll make you very happy he was sort of a 
miniature reinhardt galen galen was the nazi general who helped the cia build a spy network in post-war 
eastern europe then became head of post-war german intelligence activities according to one unconfirmed 
report von bolschwing became the controller of galen's cia operation after galen returned to german 
government he must have done something right the source said in december of 1953 von bolschman applied 
to immigrate to the united states and on february 2nd 1954 he arrived in this country 
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arrived in this country after obtaining several menial jobs he became a citizen in 1959 and his career took a 
sudden upward turn he became an assistant to the director of international marketing at warner lambert 
warner lambert pharmaceutical company developing close ties to the company's president and the late elmer 
boats and its honorary board chairman former new jersey governor alfred driscoll according to a close 
associate his contacts at warner lambert were way out of proportion with his job the associates said driscoll 
continued to write him recommendations for many years unquote by the mid 1960s von bulschwing had 
become an executive with cabot manufacturing as chief financial officer for its german subsidiary he 
developed a 50 million dollar carbon block factory for cabin in germany the deal was financed through 
thomas franzioli senior vice president of the first national bank of boston franzioni recalls that von 
bolschmann then branched out on his own he was starting a business importing wine from argentina franzioli 
recalled i don't know if it ever got off the ground in march of 1969 von bolzman got a job in high technology 
he was retained as an international business consultant by tci the sacramento firm the company planned to 
develop com the company planned to commercialize on technology developed in the silicon valley and used 
a few years earlier to monitor troop movements in the 1967 arab-israeli war according to the firm's founder 
oswald s williams tci subsidiaries in palo alto and mountain view advanced information systems and 


international imaging systems were developing a high volume computer network for business and a 
navigation system for oil tankers using satellite communications williams said the company also did classified 
work for the department of defense ours was going to be a sensitive thing 
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ours was going to be a sensitive thing williams explained we all had to have security clearances fun 
bolsheving was brought in because quote we wanted contacts in europe and he had them william said a tci 
memo written in 1969 reported that its new consultant quote has extremely valuable connections and 
information in germany switzerland liechtenstein the netherlands and the netherlands the netherlands antilles 
excuse me and south america mr von bulswing's connections in these countries are current unquote his 
contacts included officials of the german branch of chase manhattan bank and an owner of the berliner 
handles castle shop in frankfurt one of europe's largest thanks the memo said tci's high-powered directors 
one was j paul getty jr son of the oil billionaire fought enough of von bulschming to make him the firm's 
president in 1970. he seemed like a very polite and cultured person said walter f leverton former vice 
president for satellite systems of the aerospace corporation leverton sat on the board of tci justice newsom 
who traveled as a tci attorney with von bulschming in europe in 1969 to 70 said fanbolsping alluded to 
wartime work for the americans he was suave and plausible newsome said he seemed to have all the 
credentials he looked kind of world-weary recalled newsome he had the long cigarette holder his hair was 
slicked back emanuel fanakas who had resigned as an international telegraph telephone and telegraph vice 
presidency to sign on with tci also traveled with von bulswing in europe meeting his banking and industry 
contacts otto was very pleasant and soft tanaka said he talked about his past of working for intelligence i 
don't know if it was the cia or what but after the war he helped the united states and the allies to find nazis 
records and interviews with tci officials indicate that helena fondam 
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officials indicate that helena fondam president reagan's austrian-born deputy assistant translated some 
german contracts for tci and invested a thousand dollars in it while she was then governor reagan's secretary 
in sacramento fondam was too busy unquote to talk about fun bullshping but through her white house 
secretary said she knew him socially in sacramento many years ago justice department investigators had 
stumbled across the name of otto von bolswing in 1979 while working on the case of valerian trifa a leader of 
the iron guards anti-jewish rampage in romania investigators had found trifa in detroit and in in investigating 
him they interviewed fon bolshming he admitted helping trifa and other iron guard members escaped 
romania after the 1941 pogrom but in a sworn statement he denied ever having been a member of the ss the 
sd or the nazi party that there's certainly quite a bit to contemplate there all the all of the big names that von 
bulschwing touches bases with first of all take note of the report that he was uh head of galen's north 
american operation after galen jumped back to west germany as head of the bnd some of the names here 
that are worth noting uh this governor alfred driscoll uh affiliated former chairman of the board of uh warner 
lambert pharmaceuticals albert driscoll was the man who placed richard nixon's name into nomination at the 
1968 republican convention and of course keep in mind the tree for nixon connection that we've talked about 
in the past and uh another thing that's worth noting here the many connections between some of the same 
between fun bullshping and some of the same industrial operations which we talked about in connection with 
the american nazi industrial access which had a great deal to do with building nazi industrial power note i t 
here uh one of its vice presidents emmanuel fanakas went to work for tci traveled with von bolshering as we 
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traveled with von bolshering as we mentioned in our uncle sam on the swastika broadcast it an itt subsidiary 
the lorenz company uh manufactured the [___] aircraft for nazi germany and itt also built a lot of electrical 
parts uh for nazi germany as well you'll recall uh in the section about radio free europe both the ford and 
standard oil financial empires were uh involved with the financing radio for europe and the galen contingent 
within that and uh of course also we've seen that von bulschwing had contact with the chase manhattan 


bank and chase manhattan uh as we uh have looked at in the past chase manhattan was uh involved with 
freezing the accounts of jewish investors in its paris branch even before the third reich requested such a 
freezing and they worked very very closely uh with the third reich and of course uh in this whole interview 
here this whole article i should say perhaps the name that jumps out the most is that of helena fondam and 
this article identifies her as president reagan's austrian-born deputy assistant uh she basically was 
responsible for drawing up the list from which all of reagan's cabinet appointees were named and were made 
i should say and uh note that font bolsheving who certainly spoke german himself picked her of all people to 
do translating for uh these documents for tci noted that uh she also invested in tci while governor reagan's 
then governor reagan's secretary now the uh fondam von bolschmann connection is one that certainly bears 
investigating and bears uh well having more light shed on it as we like to say in these broadcasts food for 
thought grounds for further research because helena fondam who has uh certainly not been idle and her 
connections to a high-ranking nazi war criminal now keep in mind that font bolsheving was eichmann's 
superior von bolsheving among other things was arranging for uh cooperation between the ss and the 
hagona during world war ii and as that uh huna passage indicated and uh the 
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uh huna passage indicated and uh the fondam fun [ __ ] connection here certainly bears a lot of scrutiny just 
as the tree for nixon connection did among other things that uh that bear scrutiny is the the rise that helena 
van damme has made within the the reagan administration let me just real quickly read an article and then 
i'm going to add something to it um this article is from the san francisco chronicle for tuesday august 3rd 
1982. um the article is headlined big promotion for reagan's ex-secretary now let me just say one thing just 
that i thought it was kind of amusing as i was reading through this very very short little blip here is uh there 
they talk the article headlines and i'm sure it was it says big promotion see if you can tell the difference from 
this article between what she was doing and what she was promoted to once again uh big promotion for 
reagan's ex secretary from the chronicle august of 82. president reagan announced yesterday in des moines 
that he will promote helena von dahm to the position of assistant to the president for presidential personnel 
she will replace e pendleton james who is returning to the private sector uh according to the white house 
announcement juan dom formerly reagan's secretary has worked with him since his first campaign for 
governor of california in 1966. she is now deputy assistant to the president and director of presidential 
personnel okay let me just give you those two titles again just because it's rather interesting she is being 
promoted to the position of assistant to the president for presidential personnel this is a big promotion from 
her current position as deputy assistant to the president and director of presidential personnel you figure out 
what that means anyway one of the things significant of course is that helena van damme's position did put 
her in in an area where she could influence selectees or possible selectees for government positions 
however since then helena van damme's fortunes have risen yet again she is currently as last heard the 
american ambassador to austria so she has risen from being uh ronald 
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she has risen from being uh ronald reagan's personal secretary to now being the ambassador from the 
united states to austria so a fairly significant rise once again as dave says ground uh food for thought and 
grounds for further research something to be looked into and uh certainly the matter of uh going over to 
translate uh german contracts for a corporation with a german president and uh instead of being paid for 
apparently giving them a thousand dollars to invest while she was at the same time uh president reagan's uh 
secretary uh governor at that time governor reagan's secretary anyway kind of a weird story but once again 
just uh something to note the the proximity the the geographical proximity of some of these affairs we have 
the probably the north american uh chief of the galen organization actually living and working out of the bay 
area right here where we sit okay now well keep in mind also that fun [___] uh basically pete carrey came 
across von bolsping while following the trail of frank turple who uh his his ex-cia status is very doubtful as 
we'll talk about uh in the program that we do on the triple wilson connection and keep in mind that gaddafi's 
secret service put together by the uh galen contingent of nazi war criminals we talked about before and again 
the triple uh fun [ __ ] connection and the gaddafi galen connection is a very interesting one uh for our 


purposes here well the uh question of course remains uh what kind of a person was reinhard galen i mean 
he had such a a massive role upon uh world war ii history uh upon i should say post world war ii history but 
uh the question must remain uh must be asked here you know what kind of a person was the uh the 
aforementioned reinhard galen now um the uh i guess in a book we're going to talk about here in just a 
second a book called the borman brotherhood the author says that the the glimpse of mass killers that we've 
seen gives us a clue 
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killers that we've seen gives us a clue as to the character of their employer well we're going to go into 
specifically an interview that this very same man a man named william stevenson had with reinhard galen 
now uh we're going to be talking about a book uh we're going to be reading from now i should say a book 
called as i said the borman brotherhood this was authored by a man named william stevenson a former 
british intelligence agent not to be confused with the william stevenson of intrepid fame his name is spelled s- 
t-e-p-h-e-n-s-o-n this william stevenson is s-t-e-v-e-n-s-o-n same name both former british intelligence agents 
but of a very different mindset so don't confuse them foreman brotherhood was published in softcover in 
1974 copyrighted 1974 by bantam books and uh william stevenson was one of the very few print journalists 
ever granted a lengthy interview with reinhard galen and in the mormon brotherhood he describes galen as 
follows speaking of galen he had been described as quote ruthless in his determination to recreate the 
german reich by major hermann bound at one time bound was regarded as the best russian expert within 
german military intelligence bound was got rid of dying so miserably that much hostility was created against 
galen even among those who shared his nationalist ambitions one reason for bounds of bounds elimination 
was that in 1946 he had cooperated a little too closely with the british secret service for his own good he had 
described the plans made during the war for escape and his report linked galen with such prominent figures 
as otto scorsani still later in uh talking about a very famous nazi hunter named at bayata clarsfeld galen talks 
about speaks as follows here too uh william stevenson bayata clarsfeld who plays the communist game 
galen told me is it a true she married a jew his secretary anna laura aloe kruger 
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his secretary anna laura aloe kruger inclined her head doubtless that explains it galen said and on about a 
page later as an interesting insight here by um by william stevenson the face seemed familiar a face i 
realized later astonishingly like that of hitler the feeling grew when i talked with him later a small man with 
curious pointed ears slow-moving blue eyes and a neat little mustache indeed a very familiar description one 
of the things that is going to be in this next section continuing with the interview and and stevenson's 
impressions of the interview is going to be a mention of a man named freak f-r-i-c-k we would say frick it's 
freak um believe the first name is wilhelm uh freak owned the the house that that galen set up in freak 
himself was not around to to own that property anymore because freak had been uh been uh shot uh for 
among other things um at the at the end of the war uh because of the fact that he had been the person who 
signed the law for the protection of german blood one of the profoundest and strongest measures that that 
uh was part of the impetus leading up to the final solution now one of the interesting little sidelights of the the 
fate of freak so to speak is the fact that the gentleman again in the term used loosely who designed those 
laws for the preservation of german blood a man by the name of hans glubke who we talked about at some 
length last radio free america broadcast in fact not only was not shot as the man who signed it was uh but in 
fact went on to become the the most powerful man in post-world war ii germany as special assistant to uh 
chancellor conrad adenauer and in fact was the man who everything had to go through to get to adenauer 
and in fact was also the person who was himself ultimately responsible in the

ultimately responsible in the chancellery for the galen organization so that's globkey the man who made up 
the laws for preservation of the german blood uh winds up becoming a the most powerful man in the 
chancellery the man who signed them is shot and reinhard galen later goes on to inhabit his property and 


that's where this interview is taking place and that's why stevenson is thinking about it uh from stevenson's 
book the borman brotherhood speaking of reinhard galen he writes he galen saw himself as the guardian of 
germany's traditional institutions he felt responsible for rescuing the only nazi german organization and 
maintaining continuity almost unbroken from becoming head of foreign armies east to chief of the galen 
organization aimed at russia i'm going to reread that because that echoes so closely from galen's own mouth 
what carl oglesby was saying that we when we led the broadcast off with his selection galen saw himself as 
the guardian of germany's traditional institutions he felt responsible for rescuing the only nazi german 
organization and maintaining continuity almost unbroken from becoming head of hitler's foreign armies east 
to chief of the galen organization aimed at russia he quoted a politician of 50 years ago who had said quote 
germany and japan are the natural opponents of any russian expansion but the british empire in the united 
states in the long run are the most threatened unquote now there said gray fox a nickname for galen was 
true perception if a man could see historical trends half a century ahead how much more effectively this 
could be done with modern methods of analysis absolute freedom of the press was dangerous there must be 
ways of screening official them from public scrutiny my eyelids began to droop says stevenson freak must 
have sounded like this if the war had turned out differently reinhard galen's name would have been 
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reinhard galen's name would have been inscribed in the thousand-year reichs hall of fame his words showed 
no change of heart ss men were put at the disposal of the egyptian government quote to inject expertise into 
the egyptian secret service he still betrayed indignation at the way the british during the war pumped out 
propaganda against us through the bbc still later william stevenson writes as follows in the bourbon 
brotherhood the grandfather clock bond t was brought in sponge cake the gray fox a nickname a very 
common nickname for galen here the gray fox droned on vili braun's eastern policy had been plotted secretly 
a meeting in rome between italian between west german socialists and italian communists galen i found out 
later repeated this accusation in his memoirs with no other documentation than unnamed intelligence 
sources no wonder gray fox's own political supporters wanted him to keep quiet he could say unblinkingly 
that the secret service should be used to fight viti bronze appeasement communism in fact everything that 
did not accord with his right wing friends it never occurred to him that a new generation of germans might be 
put off by his authoritarian views if this sounds like an abusive hospitality i can only say that general galen is 
a specimen worthy of study in the way the previous resident in that place by the lake freak considered some 
condemned prisoners warranted closer examination interrupting here this is a very interesting passage that 
uh stevenson has basically uh in comparing by the way freak uh galen i should say lived in freak's former 
house on lake sternberg and uh what he's really saying here in the passage is that uh galen should have had 
his head cut off and preserved an embalming fluid for further study repeating that last paragraph again if this 
sounds like an abusive hospitality i can only say that general galen is a specimen worthy of study in the way 
the previous resident in that place by the lake freak considered some 
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place by the lake freak considered some condemned prisoners warranted closer examination when freak 
was right minister of the interior and grey fox was shadow boxing the bolsheviks this order went out the war 
against the bolsheviks offers an opportunity of overcoming the shortage of skulls for the heredity research 
center the jewish bolshevik commissars embodying as they do a revolting but characteristic example of 
subhumanity give us the opportunity after the jew has been done to death whereby the head must not be 
damaged the officer should sever the head from the body and dispatch it in preserving fluid it may be bad 
returning here to stevenson's account it may be bad for him to recall these things while taking tea and 
sponge cake with a general who boasts that as secret service chief he knew all about practically everything 
and then adds without visible embarrassment that naturally his work did not concern itself with the bestial 
manifest manifestations of nazi security work but gray fox was the kind of man who would never ever 
understand the effect upon ordinary people of what he was saying or what he had done not openly okay 
continuing on with a few more observations from william stevenson again reading from the mormon 
brotherhood he says a curious habit of general galen i noticed was that he copied one's gestures it was 


unnerving at first and then perhaps revealing i would lean to one side of the chair and fold my arms and so 
would he if in talking i lifted a hand to make a point his hand went up in response he was it seemed fit as a 
fiddle not uneasy not uncomfortable as elderly people sometimes are because they try to cover up some 
infirmity pouring a drink his hand was steady so it was just a curious habit his hand twitching his ear when 
my hand twitched mine moving along and back to galen's conversation 
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conversation stevenson reports galen's real criticism of hitler was that he lost the war because he ignored 
professional advice galen remained philosophically a nazi though though like all army officers he did not join 
the nazi party skipping on down i knew now writes stevenson why galen disturbed me and aroused the most 
profound sense of outrage he had never fired a gun in anger but his room was hung with photographs of 
himself on the firing range arms outstretched with pistol cocked the stereotype of the figures one associates 
with a nazi period an ankle length leather coat of black and black pikad cap well uh one more detail here that 
we're going to provide concerning uh galen's personal life is uh basically what he did after his supposed 
retirement af from the uh bnd from the his formal involvement with intelligence work at least as in as much as 
he would let on back to spy the century by cook ridge and keep in mind this book was written in 1971 today 
on the threshold of three score years and ten general reinhard galen has found a surprising new field of 
activities he has become an evangelist with still unimpaired energy he has taken he has taken over the 
direction of a campaign for building new churches and schools for the evangelical church in catholic bavaria 
after a life of seclusion he frequently attends meetings all over the province at which appeals for new funds 
are launched on occasion he does not disdain to visit members of his religious community in order to 
encourage the in order to encourage the enterprise and to pass the begging bowl this shows both 
determination and courage for in some of the rural districts of proverbially proverbially papist bavaria one 
conducts such campaigns at one's 
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one conducts such campaigns at one's peril it's worth noting that uh basically uh the recent uh well like it's 
gonna say last five or six years have seen the rise of what uh has been termed by the press the religious 
right and the organization such as moral majority and so forth and uh it's uh at least worth speculating here 
and perhaps somewhat like vain that uh if reinhard galen's eastern front intelligence organization was called 
foreign armies east perhaps the moral majority is foreign armies west and in a a not so light vein i think it's 
worth noting here that uh the connections of reinhard galen to religious institutions are certainly not limited to 
uh protestant organizations and uh the fact that uh he was doing his evangelical church work in catholic 
bavaria would not have uh proved dangerous to him and in in apparently a very dogmatically catholic 
bavarian that's not surprising in light of the fact that un as we're going to see in a future uh radio free america 
broadcast reinhard galen received a very high award specifically the grand crochet almerito from an 
organization called the sovereign military order of malta or the knights of malta that basically is the military on 
the lay military arm of the church and reinhard galen received that church's highest award only the fourth 
man in the thousand-year history of that organization dating back to the crusades to do so and uh so it said 
maybe his uh his seeming impunity in uh promoting protestantism in catholic bavaria is not as surprising as 
you might think indeed and it's a it's not that far away around that circle because if there's anything that the 
the evangelical religious right in this country and the the uh religious right of the catholic church is personified 
in the sovereign military order of malta have in common it's a very strong belief in the the propaganda value 
of a a quote-unquote uh heavenly injunction against against communism and a willingness to a religious 
resolution to to go to go into 
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religious resolution to to go to go into a shooting war if necessary to keep bolshevism from spreading across 
the world etc etc so something anyway to think about perhaps and something to leave you with we're going 
to take a short break before coming back for phone calls the number here is going to be 415-941-2500 uh do 


uh you know any questions that you have uh don't hesitate to bombard us here because this is by no means 
all of the stuff that we have on reinhardt galen we thought we'd just throw out some of the main uh aspects of 
the galen organization because we're going to be coming back to galen again and again he figured very 
prominently prominently in the assassination of president kennedy in the recent shooting of pope john paul 
the second and in many other organizations so we're going to touch back uh on the galen base time and 
again so uh you know there's there's a lot of material left uncovered here don't hesitate to ask us about it 
indeed and also since we had so little time for phone calls on the previous uh radio free americas please feel 
free to bring up anything that you might have had left over from those broadcasts anyway once again i guess 
we can sort of leave on that note of reinhard galen in his uh his black leather german army jacket and black 
leather peaked cap out there handing out pamphlets pamphlets for christ and bulwark against the bolshevists 
and this is niptuck dave emery and myself we'll be right back with the next segment and your phone calls at 
415-941-2500 of radio free america [Music] uh mentioning again coming up in july on july 8th and 15th 
specifically is going to be a re-airing of dave's and my production of the guns of november which was

took a look at valerian trifa's connections to richard nixon also the uh trevor fun [___] connection it's worth 
noting that a bnd agent named hans longaman was engaged not only in uh deep fixing some cia information 
which uh would have documented the nazi connections of former nazi chancellor kurt keisinger which we 
looked at in the second of the radio free america broadcast was also involved with among other things 
getting an agent of influence close to uh then president richard nixon now this is not when he was uh vice 
president when he recruited he tapped valerian tree for to give the opening prayer before the u s senate this 
is when he was president and that agent of influence uh recruited by longaman was described as a 
prominent bay area republican also hans longaman eventually became chief of security for the 1972 
olympics in munich germany which of course were victimized by terrorists linked by many to among others 
moamir qaddafi whose secret service was put together by galen and that man hans longaman that 
information by the way from uh two articles from the new york times on march 8th of 1982 and also march 
19th of 1988 or march 9th i believe it was of 1982 and uh march 19th of 1982 and uh research credit for both 
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of 1982 and uh research credit for both of those go also to maybe russell and interestingly enough hans 
longaman also ran a bnd spy ring inside of the vatican their uh time in the 1960s that information from a book 
called o vatican recently published that authored by a new york times correspondent paul hoffman okay a 
couple of other bits that we're going to be getting to about galen in the future and one last interesting thing 
that again no information at this point on but uh rather interesting that bnd agent longman's agent of 
influence was apparently recruited from prominent bay area republicans at much the same time as uh as otto 
von bolschving uh a galen connection and threw him connected to the bnd was in fact prominent in in 
business and making contacts with political leaders in the bay area at that time so maybe something to look 
forward to as far as research goes okay going to the phones now the first call appears to be long distance 
we're going to take it for that reason uh first and it's from murphy's good evening and welcome to radio free

with the german american bund and all kinds of goodies that they had going here in the united states and i'd 
like to amend a book called undercover by john roy carlson uh published by ep dutton in 1943 and the 
subtitle on that is my four years in the nazi underworld of america the amazing revelation of how the axis 
agents and our enemies within are now playing to destroy the united states it's a fascinating book i i i dave 
and i both have copies at home i think we've even used them from time to time it's a 
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even used them from time to time it's a hard book to find by the way uh john roy carlson is actually the pen 
name uh his real name was arthur darunian d-e-r-o-u-n-i-a-n he was a an undercover fbi informant who was 
actually acting on assignment for the fbi to infiltrate the nazi un sympathetic network in this country it's a 
fascinating book and if we know that this started before then it's not quite you know as shocking we know 
they've been working all the time right certainly and making a lot of contacts with groups like william dudley 
pelly silver shirts and other groups of that sort within the the united states very true and a good point i want to 
thank you guys an awful lot uh because i had the feeling that we lost the war but nobody told us well you 
know but he's in the right germans one you know we didn't win there's a joke i fell in the place with listening 
to you there's a joke which was uh very popular during the nixon administration which would also apply 
equally well i think during the reagan administration because the same officials have been employed but uh 
the joke when something like well it's a good thing that we didn't lose world war ii otherwise all our officials 
would have been named schultz weinberger kissinger and ruffles and uh everybody be driving japanese and 
german cars absolutely okay thank you very very much thank you so much for your take care of yourselves 
all right okay bye-bye bye-bye and uh before the end of the broadcast tonight we will as we mentioned 
undercover under the pen name john roy carlson is a hard book to find we will before the end of the show 
tonight to give you a chance to get pen and paper mention at least one place where you may have a good 
chance of tracking that book down so grab something to write with and we will provide that information 
anyway we do have a line open at four one five nine four one twenty five hundred good evening palo alto and 
welcome to kfjc in radio free america hi hello i was kinda interested uh to hear you maybe expand a little bit 
more on the um this uh syrian and uh plo thing uh one of the things i was just really confused by is that it 
seemed to me certainly in certainly the last few years when i have become politically aware 
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when i have become politically aware they have always been the communist linked you know very strongly 
all their weapons come from russia and things like that um and maybe also you might have a comment or 
two on um uh the recent troubles in the plo it's sort of their uh i guess uh civil war and uh whereas all the 
troops aren't really so loyal to yasser arafat right right okay do you want to take those on the air or off the air 
oh sure on the air would be fine but yeah it's just something i'm sort of confused about i i it's probably a 
whole nother uh program at least it practically could be and one of the things actually that on this same 
subject that's quite interesting is that we had read some material from um i believe it was alexander coburn 
in the village voice he was putting together he had put together a column quoting such people as albert 
einstein and hannah arendt both very well known um talking about the background of menachem and yitzhak 
shamir and in fact their early links to fascism and in part a lot of this can be explained in the fact that both the 
israelis and the arabs originally made many of their contacts with fascism because that was one of the best 
ways and the easiest ways to get help against britain in the middle east and so that's the the genesis of a lot 
of these things now as far as the later contacts with with communism a lot of the plo stuff especially their 
weaponry as far as i can tell and i'm not an expert on it but as far as i can tell it comes in second and third 
hand from a lot of other countries uh a lot of other arab countries and partially because for so long the us has 
been the champion of israel in the middle east that's where israel gets you know most of their defense 
materials from a lot of the arab countries get their defense materials and have for a long time from the soviet 
union although they also do from the united states so for one reason the the plo has been largely supplying 
themselves with the cast offs or the black market uh weaponry from countries that are uh getting their 
weapons you know above the counter from communist countries is the caller still on the line yes okay uh 
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caller still on the line yes okay uh caller uh let me uh ask you a question about your second question first and 
then get into a little bit of the substance from your first when you were out talking about the divisions within 
the plo were you in essence sort of behind the scenes sort of asking uh were those divisions in any way 
affiliated with uh alternate uh say western or or right wing and left wing uh elements within pll in order to say 
nazi or uh ci-affiliated uh plo links and uh soviet affiliated links well that did seem to me to be uh certainly 
possible from the way you're talking especially if there was a very strong nazi influence in the in the 
beginning of the organization of the plo when say yasser arafat many of his generals if you will were trained 
and whatever and it seemed that many of these uh rebels now were sort of the younger uh uh uh fighters for 
them and and you know how are they influenced i really don't know that much about it and i was just curious 
how much you know you could tell me in a few minutes well the plo yeah again in a few minutes i don't know 
the plo is a very complex organization with it's an umbrella organization and many of its components have 
links to uh some to the soviet bloc some to the far right a fellow by the name of george habash heads up an 
organization called the popular front for the liberation of palestine that has uh many links to the far right 
including cia i don't know as the the specific current divisions within the plo or something because i thought 
that what that might have been what you were driving at uh i don't know is that something that at least i could 
could comment on with any degree of uh authoritativeness a sister station which does cover uh plo affairs to 
some extent is uh kpfa which i'm sure you could probably get 94.1 they frequently have interviews with plo 
people who could talk about uh plo dynamics a little better than i could but going back to your question about 
uh the early connections of the uh plo and palestine nationalism with the 
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plo and palestine nationalism with the third reich uh the the main name you want to know here somebody 
we're going to get to in our discussion the olympics massacre is a guy named hajamin al-husseini who was 
not only the grand mufti of jerusalem and the chief leader of palestinian muslims but he also he was as such 
the spiritual leader of all palestinian moslems but is also was a major in the ss now one of his proteges was a 
guy named hassan salome who took commando training for the third reich and was involved ina 
diversionary organization a diversionary operation i should say uh during the battle of the bulge which was to 
basically poison the wells of tel aviv as us to start an arab uprising against the british thereby diverting british 
forces away from the planned nazi offensive in the ardennes and his son ali hassan salome was the guy who 
led the olympics massacre and within about a year and a half of leading the olympics massacre he was 
working for the cia in order to protect american military and diplomatic personnel from attacks by the various 
palestinian organizations which in and of itself is an indication of some of the uh divisions within that 
organization but hajamin al-husseini is the main name you want to know there and uh in a hard rain 
broadcast it'll be coming up oh probably hopefully this coming sunday if we can get everything on the air uha 
synopsis of uh a recent series that's been done on hard rain we'll talk about some of these links but that 
there's one name you want to know about right off the bat anyway just one last kind of summing up again to 
return to the the earlier point one of the problems with the middle east is that um both sides uh because 
again of the fact of british and french dominance in that area both sides were very actively uh solicited and in 
fact themselves solicited in turn uh by and to the fascists if that sentence makes sense we mentioned about 
you know begging and shamir being trained by mussolini's fascists about von bolschving making contacts 
with a hagana we read many uh 
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contacts with a hagana we read many uh many many months ago about a a a jew who is being smuggled 
into palestine who found himself in the same safe houses with the ss men who are being smuggled out of 
europe into south america so it's a very complex thing to try and pin down but i hope that this has been at 
least some some help oh yeah yeah sure great okay well thanks a lot if you feel inclined to do a program on 
it i would certainly be interested we're going to do a radio free america in the future to sum up the whole 
olympics thing uh because that that's really a big subject in and of itself but uh do stay tuned we have other 


programs here on this station uh that we'll tell you about and in particular there's a a summary of a recent 
hard rain series a summary broadcast which will outline at the very least some of these connections for you 
okay great well thanks a lot thanks again for your call one five nine four one twenty five hundred we've got a 
couple of lines open so don't hesitate to call um and good evening berkeley welcome to kfjc oh hello uh 
given dave's little joker about a phone call and a half ago about uh schultz and weinberger and whatnot i 
thought maybe perhaps you could dig up a copy of the um chad mitchell trio doing the iva's not a nazi polka 
we've got that i i have that at home on a cassette we'll uh we'll see if we can do that maybe in another 
broadcast um i was wondering if either of you had ever run across or anything i had ever run across a copy 
of a book entitled the service written by reinhardt gail and supposedly his memoirs yeah i've got a copy of it 
it's uh if it were printed on softer paper it'd be useful okay so and it isn't that useful okay well it it i shouldn't 
say that it's useful in a sense in the sense that it does give some interesting uh insights into galen's character 
in fact in talking about uh israel he said he thought it was always too bad that west germany got itself 
affiliated with israel because of the the uh arab sympathies for uh germany and he didn't say nazism but he 
said germany and uh nip referred to uh those sympathies earlier in the broadcast so it does give some 
interesting insight into galen's character and to a certain extent in some of his methodology but 
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extent in some of his methodology but it's also filled with notorious lies such as that martin borman was a 
soviet spy yes indeed that was basically my only real question because i sort of well i won't i'll tell you the 
circumstances later on some other time but it just sort of was cited as a biblio in a bibliography that i had in 
here for something that i picked up on the street more or less well it's it's always worth looking at if nothing 
else then to be able to look at something like that no matter how full of self self justifications had said i just 
like reading richard nixon's books you know i mean it's fascinating if nothing else from sort of a psycho 
historical point of view although you might not want to put a lot of credence in anything or putting kissinger 
back to back with seymour hurst indeed indeed wonderful pair okay i'll make this brief and say good night 
okay good to hear from you very much for the wonderful job you're doing thanks for the call bye-bye bye-bye 
okay back to the phones again four one five nine four one twenty five hundred is the number with the line 
open good evening san carlos welcome to radio free america on kfjc uh yeah i'd like to make a comment and 
uh find out what you think about it uh it seems that the uh the united states or certain individuals in the 
pentagon and the the government in the private sector of the united states and western nations uh um 
decided to protect the nazis um to um for their uh i guess uh their their interest as um or they seem to be 
motivated through greed and uh lesser power at any cost whether it's the you know the um an entire uh um 
group of people or uh a planetary biosphere that's that is that uh do you think that's um accurate well it's it's 
awfully difficult to spread that kind of generalization around i mean honestly and i i think that this is true i'm 
sure that there were some people uh involved in these activities immediately the end of world war ii who 
literally uh were behaving in what they felt were the most you know patriotic um you know commendable 
possible way and really felt communism is the worst thing that could happen in the world to the united states 
the greatest country in the world and 
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the greatest country in the world and any means are worth using to defend it literally any means and you 
know people who would have gone to their graves convinced that they had never done anything that wasn't 
in pursuit of the holy grail you know of freedom and democracy so obviously some of the people were not 
like some of the people were just plain power hungry as you said or you know just born manipulators or 
whatever the case may be but i would hesitate to spread you know a tooth too thin a generalization on that it 
seems interesting that uh how could you say or how could you even conceive that communism would be 
worse than uh than mass murderers of the uh the heinous um type that the nazis are well it's like the neutron 
bomb you know the neutron bomb just destroys people it doesn't kill property you know it's a question of 
where your priorities are no no i have honest to goodness before well not before i did uh one step beyond but 
when i used to be on another radio station in the morning with another co-host who started here with me at 
kfjc this subject came up and and uh the gentleman involved uh tony o'nisco who i worked with for a long 


time is a very honorable good person and but he had we had a direct you know he was basically saying that 
same thing you know anything is worth stopping communism and uh you know i i don't think he quite 
understood the gravity of what we were talking about but i mean still that that impulse is there so you know 
you have to admit that it's real you may not agree with it it would appear to me to be you know um quite 
criminal and uh just uh you you sort of uh um [Music] destroy the uh the fundamental principles which are 
supposed to be supporting i guess democracy and the pursuit of freedom uh liberty and justice and i guess 
more importantly uh you would it would seem to me obviously at least to me that and i guess there's some 
other people that would usurp the basic principles of uh life enhancing uh life supportive cooperative 
behavior and at the possible uh um where it seems so at the uh via the destruction of uh humanity and life on 
the planet i mean that's where we're going now well we're certainly headed in 





going now well we're certainly headed in that direction uh that in in uh response to your first question or first 
comment uh caller uh they're different people first of all there were a lot of people who didn't know uh about 
employing these nazis and even including those as we tried to indicate uh in our own intelligence system 
various aspects of u.s intelligence were reporting the alarming uh well the the alarming uh traveling the well 
what's the alarming incorporated the the operation of these nazi war criminals uh with an impunity seemingly 
uh right under the noses of the americans reporting this to their superiors at the same time as the uh these 
reports were filtering up to the very superiors who were in fact operating and pulling the strings of these 
various agents so you have uh varying motivations certainly both with the the major industrialists who had 
been pro-nazi during the war and uh whose connections we talked about and her uncle sam and the 
swastika broadcast and with the so-called you know small fry fascists who our first caller talked about and 
that are covered in that book undercover they were pro-nazi and certainly there were a few things that they 
uh would have enjoyed more than seeing uh these these nazis brought back uh to the united states you 
know that their that fellow uh john roy carlson or arthur darunian as his real name is he wrote a book uh a 
sequel volume to undercover called the plotters which documented the post-war activities of many of these 
very same pro-nazi elements and their functioning with elements abroad so those are a couple things to think 
about in that context okay i just wanted to um i just wanted to hear more of a i guess sort of a um what is ita 
moral um conclusion from you guys uh more often because it seems like i've got always i've got a lot of these 
tapes i've got all the tapes and um when i try to tell somebody else um or when somebody else well i got all 
these tapes and they and they say you have you know 30 hours of tape so what um there's all this 
information though just what does it all mean it all means that it seems to me that the uh is um don't protect i 
guess uh 
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don't protect i guess uh um mass murderers and criminals and heinous individuals um since you bring it up 
caller since you are looking for some kind of a moral conclusion by and large obviously we try and avoid 
getting too personal and although we wouldn't do it if we weren't personally involved i mean obviously if it 
didn't mean something to us we wouldn't be doing it in the first place but to address the issue very briefly and 
i think probably the the the simplest form possible that you can kind of slap on as a fairly consistent moral 
throughout the whole thing i think the point of what we're doing briefly is that before okay because the the 
whole thing of anti-americanism on you know that slapped on this kind of work and this kind of journalism just 
falls out the window the point of what we're doing is americanism what we're saying is that before the united 
states can become the kind of country that it wants to think that it is we had better realize that at many times 
in many places and currently right now we are often the bad guy not the good guy and until we do that and 
until we give up this incredible blindness about these things as a culture you know we're doomed we are 
writing our own epitaph and i think that's basically the moral that underlies the whole thing i think uh cholera 
could be summed up very well it was could be summed up by a neat little phrase that was turned by john 
dunn uh the british english poet uh several hundred years ago when he said he would lie with the dogs must 
rise with the fleas uh along those lines the the different different elements of fascism have different motives 
uh they're all anti-ccommunists my experience from my studies of the third reich is that for german national 


socialism for nazism anti-communism is as much of a means as it is an end they are certainly anti- 
communist and devoted to eradicating communism or socialism in all of its forms but anti-communism for 
them is also a very important mo modus operandi through which they are able to infiltrate many 
organizations by representing them at themselves and very accurately so as anti-communists because the 
the german nazis themselves stemmed from a pan-german occult group called the 
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pan-german occult group called the secret order of tula which retained very strong influence particularly upon 
the ss and they believe that the germans were a master race destined to rule the world so uh when you invite 
these people in you know when you lie with the dogs you rise with the fleas and i think that's one of the 
reasons why we're finding ourselves scratching so much today okay great thanks a lot thanks for your call 
bye-bye all right back to the phone to the lion open at 415-941-2500 good evening palo alto welcome to kfjc 
and radio free america hello hello i just have one little tidbit of information then uh two questions uh one of 
them is uh getting back to elmer boats uh someone who i have a particular interest in um his first wife was 
name was ethel rose from the uh steel conglomerate in pittsburgh um she later helped she is directly related 
to the mud rose and nixon law firm which nixon originally got started in just a little little bit of trivia there that's 
quite interesting yeah uh another thing i have a question uh i'm very interested in klaus ron bulow uh does he 
fit into any of this has he any kind of a connection it's that old prussian vaughn right yeah well okay his father 
was a documented uh nazi in uh sweden i believe it was and uh he his uh affiliations have forgotten the 
father's name his nazi affiliations are well known uh fon bulow himself is an interesting fellow uh three of his 
jurors were uh uh from the uh forgotten what the name was something like the the uh school of naval and did 
i forgotten its exact name but a very prominent naval intelligence institution from providence rhode island 
which is interesting when you're getting a random selection of jurors his defense attorney is the same uh 
defense attorney that edwin wilson had a guy named harold price fairinger so it's interesting there was a 
fonbulo family very very closely affiliated with the crook industrial empire in germany and its affiliations with 
the german conquest both during world war ii and 
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conquest both during world war ii and before that are very well known well didn't he change his name was 
that something like annenberg or something like that previously i don't remember the he may have changed 
his name the father's name was not fond bulow at least as far as we know he he uh i forgotten what his 
name was but he was he was a nazi he was pro-nazi and uh i forgotten what kind of an end he met but 
because he changed his name to von burel he named his daughter customer which is the customer of 
zambila was the name of the wife of richard wagner uh kind of an interesting choice that's right that's true 
that is correct you know back on the subject also the earlier question about about nixon's law firm now dave 
i'm going to have to get you at least a nod or a head shake from you on this was this that uh now the law firm 
was what was the the name caller at that time okay now was that at this the same law firm that was later 
used as the uh the western tube front uh no that was uh bully croup and nixon that's what i saw okay this 
was one that he was affiliated with uh interestingly enough though that law firm uh was did a lot of legal work 
for the sendona empire right it's just just interesting that that that nixon one of his law firms then wine you 
know being the uh the insti the instrument to introduce nikolai malaksa prominent iron guard financier into the 
country and another law institute being at least in some way shape or form however distantly uh connected 
to elmer bobst an intimate apparently of otto von bulsping so well i know that warner lambert did extensive 
uh dealings with the nazis during world war ii uh and also world war one was a was apparently where they 
may claim to have made monster of a fortune so it's some ongoing thing right um and i have one other 
question that's something that's beginning to interest me more and more later before before we get to that 
caller note that all of the pharmaceutical industries worldwide have a very close traditional association with 
the ig farben nazi conglomerate so that's something to keep in mind too another little bit of gossip here uh 
elmer pope's son named walton uh tried to start his own pharmaceutical company in switzerland during the 
1950s and it is reputed that he was assassinated by his father but uh 
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he was assassinated by his father but uh i don't have any uh documented information on that this is all 
hearsay the blood is thicker than the water yeah well remember what john dunn said you know that's right 
um my question is that um they were i know from from my readings of history now they maybe have been 
tainted or whatever but there was a big grab bag of nazis at the end of world war ii the russians also tried to 
get their share of what whatever the uh was up for the grabs um what do you know about nazis who later 
became prominent within the soviet union after supposedly putting on a different uniforms also this has to do 
with the idea of possibly uh a a sort of a odessa conspiracy or something to get the two world powers into a 
um a cataclysmic uh war in which they would both be obliterated and then um then the the force or i could 
reassert itself you should have heard the conversation we had before the radio show tonight because it deals 
very much with this kind of stuff we were talking about some of the byzantine connections yeah two good 
books to uh look for a caller again the the uh scorzeny uh subtitle hitler's commando by glenn infield talks at 
some length about uh odessa and ss contingents that were working uh at least to all appearances for the 
soviets uh another book also by glenn enfield as a matter of fact there's a paperback at it that the 
scorezaney book is kind of hard to find but you know you look around be resourceful and you can check it 
out uh the like i said we're going to give you an address at the end of the broadcast or we'll talk about that uh 
maybe you can find that book but there's a another book by glenn infield called secrets of the ss and there's 
a recent paperback edition which some people have seen around in stores and that talks about uh also some 
ss men who went to work for the soviet intelligence system specifically there's a reference there to 
something called the ssd the stats secrete steens which was an ss contingent put together by a soviet bloc 
intelligence specifically east german intelligence for the purpose of infiltrating the ss uh the huge ss 
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of infiltrating the ss uh the huge ss contingent uh within the uh galen organization and they among other 
things were successful in uh spiriting out all of the documents of the von say institute which among other 
things was in charge of all secrets intelligence against ss intelligence against russia and that was headed up 
by the uh by akhmatelli and augsburg of green braves that we talked about before uh infielding in scoring 
hitler's commando talks at some length about ss men uh being used by the soviet system and about these 
really sort of byzantine uh counter-espionage conspiracies exactly you know which which ss guys working for 
which side and where their real allegiances lie is is a subject of real hot debate there's a tremendously 
incestuous relationship galen's chief of counter intelligence for a long time was a guy named heinz felfa and 
he turned out to be kgb eventually and uh but you know as uh as that you made when i was guesting for nip 
talk on one step beyond last sunday i i said uh i can't speak for nip here i'll get his comment i guess in a sec i 
i don't deal you know at least on air that much with counter espionage in other words kgb head to head with 
cia or other or other and you know opposing intelligence services because really about the only thing you 
know for sure is that you're not going to get the truth from either assad there is some historical 
documentation for ss men working for the russians plus you recall in radio free america all of the third reich 
police apparatus a part of the rsha the right secret rights helped uh and you had that the rsha basically 
consisted of the sd the ss intelligence service plus something called the sipo which not only involved the 
gestapo but also the criminal policy as well so all and any german uh post-world war ii german with real 
police experience uh would have been nominal at least a member of the sass and so certainly uh given the 
the 
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and so certainly uh given the the the relatively sparse population and the the extent to which all of the 
eastern countries were hard put to come up with requisite people to serve in their various institutions uh i i 
would i'd be willing to bet and there's considerable evidence that there are a fair number of uh uh nazi police 
veterans working in various uh police uh you know various uh police capacities in east germany uh as i 
understand it i think that the the space program also in both countries borrowed heavily from sort of a split 
down the middle of uh kind of rivalries within the german rocket program um am i incorrect on that or do 


anything about that yeah yeah a good book to check that out is project paper clip by clarence lasby talks 
about that at some length uh athenian press as uh publishers to see if you can dig that one up that that talks 
about that at some length yeah there was hot competition to grab as many of the experts as they could i 
would supply i would suggest very briefly just two quick points caller uh one on the subject of the rocket 
scientist i would say that if in any cases that there was a a a case where some people honestly uh did not go 
to one side or the other because of political preferences it would have been among the the rocketry experts 
although certainly a lot of the rocketry experts were very profoundly pro-nazi and and uh von braun and 
dornberger's background has talked about at some length in operation paper clip project paper clip but i 
would say also there's probably a possibility that some of the scientists merely just went with whoever wound 
up with them without any particular ideological thing on the other end in the answer to your first question i 
generally agree with dave um on the subject of uh of you know ss and counterintelligence and kgb etc the 
only thing i would suggest is that uh in the the the march on berlin i would say that fewer of the german ss 
um people and and thing people of that nature would have gone over to the russians as opposed to say if the 
russians had gone into italy it probably would have been split about 50 50 as to what side people wound up 
on 
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50 50 as to what side people wound up on whereas uh the germans and specifically the ss had such a 
profound hatred of bolshevism and of the communist system um that i think that a lot of them probably would 
just not have done it for what you know however they would have gotten out of it they just would not have 
gone and you know would not have been able to fit into that system because we're talking about a real 
indoctrination um you know to the point of blood ritual and things like that sure but what interests me is the 
possibility of a collusion of a deliberate infiltration of the soviet uh union with long-term goals in mind 
everything everything is possible in the world of counter intelligence both yeah the the soviet intelligence 
system has you know pretty have been pretty heavily penetrated by galen agents of all stripe you know 
eastern european solidarist and so forth um and in turn they've been very successful in penetrating galen so 
you know who knows again it's a very byzantine connection and uh it you really you really don't know you 
know we all we can do is speculate and one of the things we try to do with our hard documentary format is to 
try and stick to what we can really you know document uh there is massive infiltration by both galen into kgb 
soviet warsaw pact intelligence and vice versa exactly you know uh who's controlling whom i think probably 
uh both sides would really like to know you know indeed okay well thank you very much okay thanks again 
for the call goodbye i might mention too real quickly that one of the things dave and i were talking about 
before the show started tonight is that when we do get to the um the radio free americas we're going to do on 
the assassination of the pope we're going to be talking among other things about the bulgarian connections 
and things of that nature which deal exactly with this kind of stuff that the caller has been talking about 
however we're going to again try and limit it to pretty much stuff that we can document at that point anyway 
going back to the phones with the line open at 415-941-2500 good evening san jose thanks for waiting 
welcome to radio free america yes good evening i had a couple of questions and some comments um i really 
enjoyed your show 
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comments um i really enjoyed your show thank you uh it's not over yet stay tuned and i continue to the first 
one is uh you brought up some points about uh the cia and the odessa network uh basically uh establishing 
the egyptian secret service and uh being influential and establishing the plo uh not yeah well that the first 
palestinian terrorists i don't know if we can fight that with the plo that was a political organization that was my 
mistake i stuck those two terms together in in summing something up and one should not necessarily do that 
okay well in any event having a great influence uh establishing the egyptian secret service ostensibly to uh 
work against the interest of israel and the state of israel right um and then on the other hand you know how 
do you uh if you have a contradiction which i see here because you have the cia also establishing and 
financing and arming uh the zionist uh fascist state of israel on the you know on one side and then you have 
the egyptian secret service on the other and i you also mentioned syria i was in and out so i didn't catch it all 


uh but you didn't really seem to deal with that that contradiction why would you know the us or the imperialist 
powers of the west uh go about financing these opposing forces like that okay first of all um because okay a 
couple of questions first of all i just want to take a slight bit of exception with the with the term zionist fascist 
government of israel um especially well the early days is hard to tell because that was coming out of the 
revolutionary ferment of the post-war era in uh in the middle east but certainly in in much of the later part of 
of the israeli uh government i wouldn't use that term i come close to that term with the begin government and 
parts of the shamir government but it's just a term i'm a 
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government but it's just a term i'm a little uncomfortable with to address your point specifically well one of the 
reasons as was mentioned in the article from the the cook ridge book rather um that one of the reasons that 
they sent the nazis to uh eastern to uh to egypt to set up the secret service was precisely because of the 
cia's direct contacts with israel now why they would allow them to do it is because primarily they were not 
supporting egypt to attack israel with influence and the fact that the nazis were only too happy to help a 
country that had bitter quarrels with israel was sort of more uh in the the nature of a bonus for the nazis i 
think hello hello okay um yeah i i think that question really probably could be uh you know studied a little 
more and will in the future uh i i have my own uh sort of suspicion and and some studies i've done uh i really 
feel that the the main imperialist powers of the west are uh one one thing they do at least this is the way it 
seems to end up is they seem to set up opposing states smaller opposing states in one area of the world and 
have them oppose each other uh and at the same time by them opposing each other uh gain and uh the 
upper hand you know over the overall situation oh certainly well i think that both the you know both the 
eastern and western bloc specialize in that i mean that's that's how uh in reality that's in one of the reasons 
why both the east and the west and the soviet union in the united states really have more in common than 
they have in opposition they both really do maintain their control over their relative spheres just by that very 
self-same kind of activity well i i don't think you could necessarily generalize that there are uh certainly i think 
you could say both might operate in that this both have 
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might operate in that this both have operated but i think i think it's dangerous to make worldwide 
generalizations i i would you know counsel you know uh with a soft touch both of you to avoid generalizing 
totally about you know imperialist power is doing this or that i think quite well taken uh focusing specifically 
on on israel and the arab nations uh i think in that context i think to a certain extent your caller your uh 
comment is well taken one of the and i i would term the the present israeli government fascist with a capital f 
uh the bagan the baitarian the so-called revisionist zionists were closely affiliated with mussolini in both spirit 
and body and uh but the the shamir government was even to the right of that they were uh it's yitzhak shamir 
with the who of course was bacon's foreign minister was it was something uh was affiliated with something 
called the stern gang which advocated an open military alliance between hitler and the jews and so i would 
call the present government of israel fascist with a capital f uh both in philosophy and in practice uh i have no 
objections to that i was objecting to the general the 30 years of governmental history in israel being so 
characterized i think zionism this this is the actually what nick just did was to anticipate what i was saying 
zionism as an institution has metamorphosed in a in a fascistic direction i think largely because of the 
ongoing conflict uh with the arab nations that you talked about and i think uh one of the things that uh that 
conflict has done and perhaps one thing to think about caller in terms of if you want to think about fascism in 
a world sense is that one of the uh very noteworthy uh outgrowths of the increasing militarism and then i 
would say current fascist stance of israel is the uh right wing swing and it's fairly dramatic and well 
documented of a large portion of the american jewish population and they uh wield a very significant 
influence not i'm not talking now about the zionist conspiracy or something like that but uh they have 
traditionally provided a very strong 
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traditionally provided a very strong element of the of the american liberal political spectrum and with the uh 
sort of cementing of uh world jewish sentiments uh to zionism or along zionist lines and with the right 
rightward swing of israel it has uh promoted a rightward swing of american jewry on the whole and uh to in 
particular you see the uh american jewish community uh flock to richard nixon in 1972 and also uh they there 
are there are it is i should say a lot of discussion now about uh jews supporting uh reagan you know because 
of his close uh support of israel and also because of aversion to you know jesse jackson's uh sentiments in 
every permanent action yeah that's something to think about too is that it that uh the rightward swing of israel 
in addition to providing [Applause] and that's the function of the teacher okay i think we're back on um kfjc los 
altos hills thank you okay you're still with us caller huh uh okay i i did have one other uh quick comment uh i 
just read a book called uh are we all nazi's it's a great title sounds like a band go ahead i saw the title at the 
library i said my god what is this and it's by a man by the name of hans kent askaness assy a-s-k-e-n-a-s-y 
it's very interesting he deals with the psychology of mass lunacy uh and he uh uses a lot of analysis with 
world war ii and comments on how 200 million people went to their death you know over over essentially a 
mad uh he called it a collective madness um hello yeah 
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collective madness um hello yeah we're listening uh he doesn't really get down in other words he can't um he 
doesn't arrive at any uh clear conclusions about why he just says it's a certain kind of environment that 
causes people to uh allow themselves to you know kill each other and so on and and he sees it happening 
today for the same reason um i would i would uh argue against that and say that there are real reasons that 
it's based on a profit system and so forth uh profits before people and so on but it is a good book and i would 
recommend it for people uh if they have a you know like the last caller mentioned moral questions and so 
forth right um and it also brings me it brings up another point in san jose there was a uh and i have to draw 
this in because you mentioned a lot of background hitler youth corps right and i wish you would go into that 
maybe a little further there was a recent happening uh during a graduation of valedictorian lizette espana 
who happens to be from san salvador her parents do in any event was denied the right to give her 
valedictorian speech the people rodriguez and cross are their names principal and vice principal uh said that 
it would be damaging and degrading to the people uh apparently she had some critical remarks to make 
about uh the administration and about uh some of the teachers and you know it's generally a fairly uh 
moderate uh uh criticism but uh they wouldn't allow her to make that speech and it just brought to mind the 
the uh the problem with mind control and the problem with how schools and and the whole the whole system 
of uh ideas are controlled by by things like the school system and newspapers and tv and so forth and 
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and and that's essentially what what happened in germany and the nazis were the greatest masters at all 
you know of all time in doing that but it's happening also today uh in this country and you know throughout 
the world so if maybe you could do a little more on on you know things like uh how hitler controlled the hitler 
eugene and all that a great mass of people you know the german people essentially didn't hate the 
americans uh studies wasn't done on that you know the average german didn't have anything against them 
in fact the the higher ranking nazis had nothing against americans or british as such but there they went and 
uh now the communists a whole different matter uh hate against communism is like mother's milk it's like 
yeah disliking the devil you know you just do it well again i i would say that for for the nazis at least uh anti- 
communism was more on mo in other words they uh they got much of the the critical industrial support that 
they they needed from britain in the united states by representing themselves again accurately as anti- 
communists and they also after the war were able to worm their way to an even greater extent into the 
bosom of both at least the united states and nato uh they had in mind world conquest the nazis at least in 
other words and i think today that i think the nazi contingent within our intelligence system plans to conquer 
you know i think they have in mind nothing short of the total subjugation not only of the american people the 
so-called average working american uh but that eventually i think they plan to put the rockefellers and 
everybody else out of businesses well they plan to conquer the world that i don't think that was as much a 
case with you know that mussolini certainly planned empire but uh i think that was more of a pure fascist 


government in the sense of pure anti-communism anti-communism this again this is a personal opinion from 
my own studies but that anti-communism for the nazis was more a means to the end of world conquest 
which lay at the very core of the pan-german occultists which gave rise to that movement as a 
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gave rise to that movement as a spiritual philosophical movement uh you've raised a mouthful and i just gave 
you a mouthful back but the issues you raised are i think far too broad for us to discuss uh in the context 
here particularly generalizing from uh hitler's germany to the recent uh goings-on at san jose high uh as far 
as you know hitler being uh you know the the whole phenomenon of nazism being inscribable to lunacy well 
all i can say is hitler was the first low nut but the whole issue of mind control both individual and collective is 
something we've dealt with in the past on the on the the kfjc triumvirate i guess you could say one step 
beyond may brussel and hard rain and we will continue to do that in the future i i'd better put an end to this 
myself caller because if i started to respond to the stuff that you and dave said we would indeed be going 
around on this all night it's certainly a subject worthy of further conversation and and the the the history of 
this kind of propaganda activity is worth following up on too and that will be obviously coming up from time to 
time i don't know if you uh i don't want to sound uh like i didn't make my point the only thing i i had to 
comment with san jose is uh you know mind control is just going on oh yeah well there's mind control is over 
and covert and i think your point is well made it doesn't necessarily have to mean you're strapped down in a 
chair and you know needles are driven into your forehead you know it can be a lot more subtle than a lot 
more automatic than that a lot more a process of you know sociological conditioning and i think your point 
was well okay keep up the good work thanks for your call have a good night bye okay we've got some lines 
open that well we had them all full and they dropped off again so they're out there though four one five nine 
four one twenty five hundred we do have a couple of lines open the big casino folks if you wanna get on this 
is your chance give us a buzz let us know what's on your mind once again four one five nine four one twenty 
five hundred and good evening sunnyvale welcome to radio free america hello guys do you take requests for 
field marshall yeah right the greatest hit what would you like to hear we'll make sure you listen to it for a long 
time something like oops up stuff or something like that yeah um yeah i was wondering like an interesting 
adjunct to this particular discussion is 
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adjunct to this particular discussion is uh our supposed nazi honors now may russell appeared on our 
summer broadcast that she mentions uh supposed quote-unquote frauds like simon wiesenthal who are and 
she hasn't yet elaborated on it or i might have missed a tape on it and it might be very interesting to uh 
maybe um you know discuss some of the nazi infiltration into such groups that are supposedly unsafe or go 
around trying to apprehend um future of nazis uh it's like bogus organization so i do have an article buried 
somewhere in my newspaper where um uh supposed ex-member of the nazi party i should have dug it up i 
haven't only joined one of these particular groups i can't remember which i might be the jewish defense 
league but it might be interesting subject to follow up on well i'm sure there's infiltration now i don't i'm not i 
don't know what may is referring to i'm going to let dave talk about it in a second but i would again be very 
hesitant to uh start throwing the term bogus i understand what you're saying yeah i'm just saying i would be 
very hesitant once again because again in a larger sense as we've been talking about you know the the one 
of the main things that defeats certain types of efforts is and one of the reasons that for instance that the left 
not being pro left myself necessarily one of the reasons the left has never been a political force to reckon 
with in the united states or almost anywhere uh really um is because there's so much factionalism you know 
and there's so much like well you're a stalinist well you're a trotskyist and and you know one has to be very 
careful sowing those seeds among anti-fascism although certainly vigilance is important right right okay dave 
do you have anything to say today well a couple things as far as may specific discussion of wiesental uh well 
there i'll give you one interesting thing uh about what maze has experienced with visantol and uh another 
another interesting piece of research uh charles hyam who wrote a book about flynn he was a hollywood 
writer who's not originally a political writer he wrote a book about earl flynn originally just to be a straight flynn 
bio as he had with other big-name hollywood stars and he came across flynn's gestapo 
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and he came across flynn's gestapo connections while in germany researching those nazi connections of 
errol flynn uh he stopped by wiesenthal's to ask him about a uh a particular nazi war criminal or a nazi that 
he was tracing down and wiesenthal put him off of the guy's trail and uh i said basically but basically said that 
the guy wasn't anywhere to be seen in fact the guy was right there in town and uh a lot of made suspicion 
standards may has been in touch with hayam stems from that uh partially the fact that wiesenthal also i think 
it is speaking for may here in this case i think that the fact that wiesenthal has not shown much appetite for 
chasing downs and it was if you're looking for nazi war criminals we showed you where a few of them could 
be found just from documented literature earlier in the broadcast uh uh the one one of the nazi war criminals 
who was supposedly very much being sought today is a fellow named lois bruner okay now we talked about 
how he was working for bnd in damascus as of 1957 his trail has become more elusive apparently he was 
spotted in damascus in 1982 but uh i think that that is also has a lot to do with made suspicions in other 
words if the guy's looking for nazis you know he could pick up a book and find an awful lot of them and and 
find out that in fact they are uh very much with us today i mean the murderers among us uh wiesenthal's 
book talks about that a little bit but also uh ted rubenstein who does a lot of research for us has come across 
something very interesting as well which is a lot of people who have contributed to wiesenthal's organization 
in this country uh are in fact some uh big name jewish mobsters the allen dorfman comes to mind the late 
alan dorfman i think also the late meyer landscape have to check the names but i'll try and do that for you but 
that has a lot to do with it i think and uh you know i think the fellow you were talking about was going to mike 
canali who initially was a nazi and then went to work for the jewish defense league i don't think he was an 
infiltrator as such with jdl i think he's actually at this point is pretty close to irv ruben who's head of the los 
angeles uh jewish defense league i don't like her ruben shows much appetite for chasing 
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ruben shows much appetite for chasing down the galen gang uh you know maybe it's one thing to throw you 
know go out and chase a few klansmen or street nazis but uh you know when the jdl and wiesenthal start 
dealing with the joseph mengele's american citizenship circa 1932 then i guess maybe we can that we can 
view them as being serious there's a president don't forget menachem began even the warning article back 
in 1948 written by albert einstein i've got my information correct warning uh about mr uh monacan bagan 
right now he's being swallowed whole is you know uh you know supposed jewish leader and uh staunch 
guardian of the jewish state well if you look back from the key of research you found that's quite the contrary 
so there is a person for this type of thing if this does occur and uh you know it's not something i just brought 
up because it's on top of my head i just think it might be some validity behind it it makes sense though i 
mean if you're going to get a huge organization going and you want to get some odd shot provocateurs and 
uh maybe poison the point of view it uh helps your cause to put up an organization that is you know bogus in 
a sense and make uh the whole cause then not not and nazism look really bad so like cointelpro you know 
right right so um i also want to mention um you know there's russian influence in um let's say a country 
country like hungary where there still might be austro-hungarian influences in hungary you know as far as 
family ties are concerned that might kind of might stave off uh you know any serious commitment to the 
communist party line um you know it's one mention as was mentioned earlier on the program that there's a 
possibility that maybe soviets might have drawn in some ss men and i also gotta you know realize that some 
of the uh countries that are so called soviet satellite are really a lot more western care to think about um 
bulgaria with its drug connections near turkey and everything and a few other things like that and uh 
romania's attempt to join the olympics this year so we might have a sort of a tilted view of how powerful the 
soviets actually are in conjunction 
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the soviets actually are in conjunction with their satellite countries it is dangerous to generalize bulgaria 
romania hungary and finland fought with the access during world war ii certainly i think you can expect to be 
there to be some residual fascist elements in all of those countries i mean you know political sentiments don't 


just evaporate you know with battlefield defeat uh that's something to keep in mind uh something for you to 
look into their field marshall uh you know again we'll give you the research information and our tom davis 
books information later in the broadcast but uh the book that we read about the gaddafi uh galen scorsani 
connection uh martin borman nazi in exile uh discusses the fact that the borman the post-war borman 
financial network uh largely through the very large argentinian jewish population which if memory serves me 
correctly as the world's sixth largest uh has been in fact a very uh generous supporter of israel and that in 
fact jews have actually been incorporated into the borman financial organization and that this uh borman 
support through the argentinian jewish community of zionism and israel has been one of the reasons uh why 
there has not been more vigorous pursuit of nazi war criminals by israel but that's again paul manning martin 
borman nazi in exile and uh you know we'll we'll give you information about where to get that at the end of 
the broadcast yeah um a couple of uh two quick points concluding points is very important to make sure that 
every uh point that is made in the past past nazi connections um american affiliation with nazi business is 
brought up to the president because a lot of people uh have um sort of a sense like this has been passed it's 
buried and no longer exists it's very important to hit on and hey it's full present it's still there you've got you 
know it's gonna you know take meant to make a connection there and make sure people remember it 
because people sometimes like i think my personal opinions that americans are tourists for forgetting history 
and uh it's very important to bring up this very sword detail of the our particular political past and uh keep 
carrying it as far as the president is concerned and um you know making aware hate is not 
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and um you know making aware hate is not dead it's alive and well if anything it's getting worse and second 
point believing that's going to sound like a really corny statement but actually nazism begins at home um 
anytime you have a high rate of domestic violence or anything like that you sort of seed the area for things 
like nazis which actually feeds on absolute discontent and that's something i think people should think about 
you know not just become a scenario began somewhere in someone's head and was later passed on and 
um people still remember that you know what can i do compact you know things like fascism stuff so make 
sure that you don't have an environment that actually breeds it let's say you have like stay at water it's going 
to breathe mosquitoes if you have a particular area neighborhood that's particularly tense and people dislike 
each other you've already got the seeds basically there for things like fascism well i i propose your two points 
real quickly just to kind of paraphrase what you were just saying just last um stereotyping and scapegoatism 
is the is the seedbed for fascism basically as well and you can start taking a group of people saying they're 
all the same and then blaming things on them you have got a fine basis what you said first about uh not 
forgetting brought to mind something i noticed earlier when i was rereading this autobahn bowl spring article 
they talk about uh von bulsping when he was being um interviewed for this job at uh at uh trans international 
computer investment corp tci and they asked him about uh about blah blah about his uh time in the gestapo 
prison where he was not mentioning his nazi ties of course and he says something the effect of oh yeah here 
it is quote that was not a good experience one should forget it because it ah it only is a negative approach to 
life to think about bad things well what that reminded me of very strongly as you probably remember when 
we talked about otto ambrose one of the only civilians ever convicted of war crimes who was uh brought into 
this country by j peter grace to help out uh with some of his business concerns and otto ambrose when 
asked about the involvement of ig farben and slave labor auschwitz and things like that said something the 
effect of 
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like that said something the effect of well it was a long time ago it concerned jews you americans think about 
these things too much right some very sort of similar comments on people who'd rather that you didn't in fact 
think too much about these kinds of things perhaps because as george santayana the spanish philosopher 
said very well-known phrase those who forget the past are condemned to repeat it and uh two two quick 
points field marshall uh well actually good to everybody really uh you may want to grab hold of that fun 
bolsheving article for yourselves because it was yeah i've read it it's just available by public librarians that's 
like a martin borman nazi next i might also be available my local public library have to check it so check it out 


but the opponent is the san jose mercury is definitely available to everybody's local library that was 
november 20th 1981 and then you should grab ahold of that also uh become a little more conspicuous than 
you all have been on phone and talk shows on other stations you know if you want to uh it's a tremendous 
vehicle for communicating information if you want to get the word out that's sure as heck the way to do it 
yeah well hopefully kfjc's listenership will uh sort of boost up because it's a real nerve wreck hang on the end 
of the station and uh this is something i feel very emotional about i'm just afraid if i get on some unfriendly 
grounds where there's red bending of something i might go whack lose my cool and make it real but a lot of 
uh um programs know about psychology and stuff you'll never get on take it take a bullet subject so it's really 
really tough that's why programs like this is so important it's the the word about programs like this and 
bypass the rum cakes on the other stations because somehow they change their format well i don't know 
now here let me give you a specific example now right on kpfa on william mandel's program last sunday or 
last monday i should say they were talking about the olympics and the soviet boycott of the olympics and 
they were talking about in terms of soviet dissatisfaction with american policy uh i was interested to listen 
because i know there's a reasonably large intersection between our audience and kpfa we undoubtedly have 
a fair number of people who do listen to kpfa to see if anybody called in about the western goals lapd scam 
that we've talked about so much not a 
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that we've talked about so much not a word was heard you know and uh that kind of sits krieg shall we say is 
the kind of thing that's going to get you all made into soap so you may want i i got i got to Knock you on that 
last one certainly listen to kfjc and get your information here but uh you'd be surprised how much you can get 
out on other stations if you put your uh i'm not telling people just you know not to call and station one thing 
it's gonna it's not gonna be an easy road and that's why maybe i don't you know always i'm not always on top 
of it you know calling him because the format on am stations is very much psychology what's your problem 
this much so than it was in the past much so that it wasn't well you have to pick your spots this is you know 
try wait until there's a show that has something specific like say one of the ones on kgo where you know 
easton or somebody's talking about some specific thing certainly terrorism gets talked about an awful lot and 
uh it uh here was an opportunity for those people who've been talking you know again referring back to the 
mandel program for people who've been uh listening here to to edify some of the kpfa listeners but uh 
apparently uh people out there would rather complain about how kpfa doesn't cover this stuff and yet when 
they have a chance to inform some of the people at kpfa about it as i say sitzkrieg yeah well any little bit 
helps i just decided to bring up that point for anyone i think it's you know really easy i hope you don't feel like 
that's been hung on you no we're not talking about you i'm aware of the situations and i think people like kgo 
and stuff like i'm just a guest that they might have this stuff in mind because the public i think has become a 
little more aware especially when there's a lot of detail in the press about terrorism and stuff that they might 
get a few people gone that might blow the whole thing apart but it's definitely you know and uh if you listen to 
me russell and all the uh so-called assassinations she hints on like um you know jessica savage everything i 
think newsme is gonna get very very shaky especially since it's coming close to election i'm gonna start 
climbing up about this stuff and you won't see too many opportunities on the major stations that come in and 
just bring it forth but i'm saying if the opportunities there it's fine i'll try and discourage eventually give them a 
warning right well that's all the better reason if you make noise now then the absence of noise later on will be 
all 
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absence of noise later on will be all the time this happens to make my noise so you know that's amazing my 
home ground um so just the sort of answer to dave's why not you know hitting on some of the other stations 
that's probably that's why i'm not talking to you as an individual this is not a personal condemnation i'm just 
saying that uh to all of the people who are out there this is certainly uh the the claim that there's nothing you 
can do is nothing but as far as i'm concerned justifying in action remember you know borrowing a phrase 
from smokey the bear only you can prevent fascism i'm gonna put i'm gonna put a a a small cap on this one 
now since we are coming up to the top of the hour phil marshall good to hear from you okay take it easy 


keep up the good fight and i'll do whatever i can however little that is we know you're we know you're out 
there pitching guy okay thank you very much appreciate it you take care bye-bye all right and just want to 
mention here we got another hour to go we are going to be one more time to you that uh coming up in july 
july 8th and 15th july 8th from piccal stuff i might mention that we mentioned a couple times during the show 
that a lot of the books that people have mentioned that are very difficult to find there is a place that you can 
find them and uh right now and again we always stress this we have no commercial involvement with these 
people whatsoever it just happens to be as far as most of us know the only source for a lot of this this 
material we're referring to tom davis books formerly research formerly aries formerly of research and you can

the exact dates look up longaman and they should have that and also a brief reference also to uh a book 
called o vatican by paul hoffman which had uh hans longeman's work uh infiltrating ace but b and d spiring 
into the vatican so that give you a lead on where to find some of this information if you'd like to check it out 
for yourselves indeed we're documentary heavy heavy here folks we got so much documentation we're 
giving it away okay we do still have a line or two open four one five nine four one twenty five hundred now 
we're in the middle of a full bore stall until we get the information is who's on the line to you to us and uh 
hopefully that will be coming in real quick and we can go to the phones if not i'm just going to jump right in 
yeah while we're doing the full bore stall also one last thing radio free europe uh uh jack anderson column 
from the san francisco chronicle february 20th of 1982 and uh that uh chronicle column was entitled radio 
free europe in hot water okay so that'll give you the the last of the sources there for uh the broadcast this 
evening for those of you who uh may not have gotten it okay and do you know take the broadcast it's a very 
good way of preserving the information you can go back and you know go over it take notes transcribe whole 
portions of it if you'd like to and uh blow people away hopefully okay well now i'm glad we got done with this 
before we uh we had to start humming and whistling anyway we're going to the phones four one five nine 
four one twenty five hundred when we hang up the line is open good evening palo alto and welcome to kfjc 


hey good evening to you happy birthday happy solstice yeah interesting topic on your show tonight i hate to 
drop the bottom line right away but i was taping may brussels show today and was interested uh at the 
correlation of data banks that's going on down texas way i wonder if you 
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going on down texas way i wonder if you could um help me out on connecting the the transplant of the cia 
structure and information network with collective bombing and whatnot to this continent to the uh correlation 
of data banks that they're doing now well uh the the the reference you're talking about the may brussel tape 
last night oh that was this afternoon i think well it was hard rain this afternoon it was may brussel last night 
okay uh yeah it was her uh offering the new uh caveats about the uh big big computers in texas yeah there's 
a huge computer center i've forgotten the name of the organization but it's down in austin and it's going to be 
its head i believe it's uh it's a corporation which has basically been uh it's closely affiliated with the federal 
government and it uh it's sort of a cooperative effort among about a number of large data processing and 
then computer companies uh it's hit as bobby inman formerly formerly i believe deputy director of the cia and 
very closely affiliated with task force one five seven which is a a naval intelligence hyphen cia operation 
headed by henry kissinger according to penny lerneux and in her book in banks we trust and uh notably with 
the one of the main operatives in task force 157 the aforementioned edwin wilson okay and uh the of course 
data banks are something i'm not a computer whiz and so i can't really speak in an authoritative uh sense or 
an activity in a hardcore technical sense but it is very very possible to access computers and uh if you if you 
have computer information one place of course it can be tied in with a computer operation somewhere else 
one of the things to think about in that regard is the western goals computer bank which uh is they have 
there's a computer operation for western goals in germany and of course the thing that i was referring to 
before the break the los angeles police departments formerly their police disorder intelligence division the 
pdid now their 
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intelligence division the pdid now their anti-terrorist division uh had been working uh notably with a fellow 
named jay paul and also mr scheideker had been working very closely with western goals and western goals 
is an extremely reactionary organization uh headed up by the late larry mcdonald formally and uh involving a 
number of different people some third reich veterans some gestapo people uh general singlaub i believe uh 
is a member of western goals i Know that roger milliken uh director of wr grace and a member of the knights 
of malta is it's it's a very far right wing organization and [Music] certainly those are two data banks to think 
about you know again as far as uh correlating and accessing computers i'm not really you know those those 
are two of the main organizations to think about that that huge computer operation down in uh dallas down in 
austin rather which is also uh the same place where the university of texas is and i know u of t has a huge 
computer uh operation huge computer education program going which is also receiving funding those are 
two to think about as far as actually how to access the more you know the the the technical links i don't know 
much about that because you know in a in a hardware and a software sense i'm a computer ignoramus uh 
which is unusual in this valley but those are a couple things to think about in that regard yeah i don't i don't 
know much about it either but it it appears that it that the depth and then and characterizing people by the 
statistics of the things they do in the associations they keep sounds like a pretty pretty scary scary thing and 
seems to be a direct descendant of transplant of intelligence organizations well we had we have talked in an 
earlier broadcast we've read an article by jackie anderson stating that there are certain elements uh that are 
allied with the reagan administration that literally want to start putting people down in childhood and 
computers as possible anti-socials you know i mean and then when you start talking about that kind of stuff 
indeed caller you're talking weird you know you're talking danger

weird you know you're talking danger danger yeah that's very closely affiliated with the nazi uh racial theory 
in which uh the so-called criminal biological types were a major focus not only of study but also of 
classification and communication uh a name to think about in that connection as well as the organization 
interpol now called the international criminal police organization formerly the international criminal police 
commission long-standing affiliations with third reich through otto steinhausel nazi police chief of austria and 
reinhard heydrich who we talked about his connections with j edgar hoover and hoover's affiliations with trifa 
uh j edgar hoover was actually appointed by herbert hoover if you want to trace those links going all the way 
back to uh if you heard the first radio free america broadcast the the immediate period of anti-soviet reaction 
and the uh interpol was created in 1923 as a private corporation it's not a public organization although 
through the the national central bureau each countries each affiliate countries uh head office of interpol it 
links the police of a hundred different nations and as late as 1973 uh there was a fellow named paul d cop a 
former secret stints man a galen agent a former ss intelligence man who uh was head of he was president of 
interpol and i think his secretary general at that point was a guy named jean nepot who was a vichy french 
police official so the the links there are very wide and interpol was tracking you know radicals and criminals 
of all kinds it does some legitimate police work no don't get me wrong i'm not totally uh classifying that 
organization as as a as a monolith it's important to realize there are divisions but interpol had strong 
inclinations in that regard and uh during world war two when the one one of the provisions of interpol due to 
early infighting was that the austrian head of the austrian federal police would be president and during world 
war ii and prior to it when it was under nazi domination interpol's uh their magazine did talk about you know 
various criminal biological types you know in classifying criminals by jesus jewish race and so forth again we 
talked 
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jewish race and so forth again we talked about that in the second radio free america broadcast oh well that 
that sounds like a difficult assignment to research down the connections between the personnel doing all that 
work uh so i'll just have to thank you for for working on that yourself and maybe maybe jump a little farther 
and see if there's any coherent advice for for avoiding that kind of action nowadays is it to become a 
businessman to go into small business you contribute to the economy and therefore are are less likely to be 
discriminated against by the people that are uh well that's that's that's an individual solution as far as a 
societal solution i think that with what we're speaking toward is that people getting angry in a controlled way 
and becoming politically active in an intelligent way and doing their best with whatever resources they have 
to inform other people in the most calm persuasive manner so that those people will know and beginning to 
use that kind of focus in all political decision making if you think caller that becoming a small businessman is 
a good way of escaping nuclear war go for it right exactly those those the red and white striped awnings that 
will cover a multitude of sins but they ain't much good against fallout yeah that's a good point i'll uh a point 
well taken okay anything else colin i guess that's what cassette tapes are good for i'll just have to keep 
passing around and uh thank you for amen that's a good product yeah well we thank you for passing them 
around thanks again all right now bye good night okay we got a couple lines open four one five nine four one 
twenty five hundred good evening campbell welcome to kfjc in radio free america well it's nice to be here i've 
been listening to you guys for a while i called after the uncle sam in the swastika program and i was the 
caller who mentioned uh being a member of the company that's owned by uh the grace corporation oh right i 
do remember that oh okay well uh 
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right i do remember that oh okay well uh we've got a another visit from our grace executive and he's not any 
of the ones that had visited before he had visited but he wasn't one of the ones i had talked about and uh i i 
just have to say that uh as you guys will often mention in the broadcast that you don't want to characterize 
any group or organization by certain individuals uh or members or even people controlling that organization 
uh i have to say in all fairness that uh i've been recording these tapes and uh some of the management of 
my company uh knew that i had this information and went out to dinner with him and uh actually uh brought 
some of it up they they brought it up to you like to talk about it you mean they brought it up to him oh brought 


it up to him yes a uh grace executive how very interesting what was his response his response was that he 
he knows otto ambrose or knows of him and he dislikes them quite a bit no one thing i'm curious about 
cholera how you know did you tell you know the people uh that that you'd been taping this stuff i mean it was 
was it was it you brought it up to him yourself sir i brought it up it's a tight-knit company and i brought it up 
that i've been taping and this stuff was all very interesting and of course i think you'll see uh i'm pretty 
innocent as far as uh having any real firm convictions other than i just uh i observe uh bewildered from afar 
listening to you guys since last november and as far as just bringing this stuff up and uh everybody in our 
company's pretty good nature we don't mind being owned by uh uh wr grace and uh so they just brought it 
up uh with this guy in conversation and and uh in all truthfulness he he said that he pretty much uh disliked 
all the uh nasty historical things that happened also that that's a that's a point but let me let me expand on 
that very briefly it's a good point to make and again you don't ever automatically equate a person with the 
functioning of an organization as an institution if you meet someone who worked for the ci you know say you 
fascist or you baby killer this thing 
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fascist or you baby killer this thing it's a point we made in connection with the green berets i've known a 
couple of uh fellows who were green berets and got along with very well uh i knew a guy who was a special 
forces intelligence officer whose uncle owned hughes aircraft and uh he was a great guy we had a great time 
you know one time you know hoisting a couple of a couple of tall coolants and kicking stuff around i was one 
of the relatively few people he could sort of let his hair down with you know and who would know what he 
was talking about it was really good uh you don't automatically equate an individual with with any kind of an 
organization there uh all right give you an idea up uh up here at kfjc we had a written offer from a former 
local coordinator for the john birch society of which larry mcdonald was the head to participate in the guns of 
november there's a fellow who uh belongs to the john birch society with whom i share research not you know 
not i don't uh take truck with the organization as a whole which i have no use for but this guy seems to me a 
straight shooter and he gives me great information you know gets helps get me books that i don't have and i 
uh give him some my duplicates and he's a frequent participator here on one step beyond these other shows 
they're on on radio free america one step beyond and the other call-in shows and the has routinely 
contributed great information you wouldn't necessarily know i mean there are a few things that he said from 
time to time it might clue you into uh the fact that he's he's affiliated with the bird society but not in a 
doctrinaire sense and he's a he's a really good fellow now you don't say oh you're affiliated with a john birch 
society well you must be a fascist i'm not going to talk to you but it's just you never equate an individual with 
with an organization that's why you know the point we made was that uh a lot of american intelligence 
officers from various of the agencies came across some of these uh cio desa connections and reported them 
to their superiors and you know eventually they were squelched you know same thing with britain uh if you're 
gonna if you're gonna automatically equate a person with an organization you're gonna make a mistake uh 
which was made a lot during the vietnam war in which returning veterans were called baby killers and so 
forth and uh they were they were alienated and a lot of them uh on top of the scars of combat 
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of them uh on top of the scars of combat and so forth bear the the psychological scars of that to this day so 
you know i i think i'm glad you brought that up and i think it's a point you know perhaps it might run on a little 
too long but i think it's a point that should be reinforced you don't automatically assume that the person's cool 
either but uh you know secrecy is the stuff of fascism and uh that's why we encourage people to talk about 
this stuff get the information out you know sure and i think it's important too for just the overall you know uh 
objectivity and consciousness of all all the listeners and i think it supports your points uh quite well to to 
understand that maybe you and and and most of your listeners are objective people and uh are not fanatic 
uh leftists or fanatic what do you call it uh conspirator theorists and rather they're just logical thinking people 
and they understand that there's a myriad of of things that can come together uh and a lot of these 
connections are maybe a chance or a somehow a uh a common denominator among things that different 
groups want but aren't necessarily some giant master plan but that one group hooks up with uh something 


they have in common with another group and here we go you know unfortunately of the people who believe 
in simple answers to complex problems we don't hang out with many of them one of them happens to be 
president which is a little nerve-wracking you know one one thing along what you said caller well we actually 
do have people from the both the doctrinaire left and the doctrinaire right who listen to this broadcast 
regularly because i'm just judging from the communications we get from time to time and that to me there's 
no uh there's nothing about this whole effort that i take more pride in in that fact maybe we were one of the 
very few things those two could agree about you know and of course most of the people as you said fall 
somewhere in between there and they're just trying to try to take that stuff out that's why i blew my my stack 
of this fellow our caller who calls himself the gadfly right i remember that that was pretty entertaining well the 
point is he said you know basically 





point is he said you know basically since you don't seem to trust western sources i'm going to read you from 
stalin which as far as i was concerned you know i'm not going to go on about it we use nothing we use 
nothing but western sources here and i just you know i i lost my timber because i considered it well basically i 
thought it was just a shallow attempt at uh tossing red paint on us what he means is we don't take william 
colby at his word so that's not trusting western sources right well at the point is that you know when when 
you when you examine you have to check anthony sutton for his uh his sources because he is capricious in 
his use of those that was a point i was making and uh i could have indicted sutton for his endorsement of oh i 
can't remember the the fellows named gary allen who uh suddenly relies on but gary allen wasn't uh brought 
up for discussion the material from all honorable men it was something that was the listeners were familiar 
with but that's the point it's not that we reject that caller's uh you know we i obviously disagree with his views 
but you know it's not that we reject you know differing viewpoints on other hand if somebody's going to play 
dirty pool or deal from the bottom of the deck you know we're going to want to call them on it but we we're 
pretty straight shooters here we're we're talking a vast metaphor solid up here tonight i hope you listen to that 
on the tape that's amazing we just strung about 700 of them together well i guess that in the spinal synthesis 
there's just no substitute for good hard work and whether that's at your workplace or whether that's 
researching uh it pays to do your homework and try to be authentic in in describing and observing what's 
around you are bite marks fry yeah it's to make one last little point on that as you said at your workplace 
doing research or and this is something i feel very strongly about there is no cure there is no substitute for a 
little hard work in making decisions and i think that that's where a lot of this stuff slides right past most people 
politics you know business as usual people don't want to work at thinking about things before making 
decisions like what they're going to vote for
